Jakadi  Imani  was  celebrating  his  approval  to  become  a  Port  Commissioner  outside  City 
Council  Chambers  last  night.  He  should  have  been  paying  attention  to  what  was  going  on 
inside,  because  he  may  not  yet  be  on  the  Port  board. 

Standing  next  to  him,  gloating  about  Imani's  approval  and  the  ouster  of  Commissioner 
Margaret  Gordon,  were  Victor  Uno  and  his  wife  Josie  Camacho.  Oblivious  to  the  rights  of 
others  or  to  the  meeting  in  progress,  the  threesome  spoke  to  a  throng  of  supporters  while 
blockading  the  main  entrance  and  exit  to  Council  Chambers. 

BIG  mistake! 

A  number  of  speakers,  all  supporters  of  Margaret  Gordon,  were  prevented  from  entering 
the  Council  Chambers.

There  was  only  one  problem:  nobody  told  the  Council  that  they  had  to  vote  a 
second  time  on  the  Port  Commission  appointments,  following  the  end  of 
public  comment.  The  Ralph  M.. Brown  Act,  the  state  open  meetings  law  since 
1953  —  along  with  the  city's  own  Sunshine  Ordinance,  which  took  effect  April 
!4>  !997  —  both  require  that  all  members  of  the  public  who  sign  up  must  be 
allowed  to  make  their  comments  prior  to  final  action. 

That  rule  is  violated  on  a  daily  basis  by  City  Councils  and  commissions  up  and 
down  the  state.  Usually,  it  is  immediately  fixed.  The  public  comment  is 
allowed,  and  then  the  offending  legislative  body  repeats  their  vote. 

Uno,  who  was  reappointed  to  a  second  four-year  term  on  the  Port 
Commission,  has  made  no  secret  of  his  dislike  for  the  outspoken  Gordon. 
Camacho  is  the  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Alameda  County  Central  Labor 
Council.  She  replaced  Sharon  Cornu,  whom  Quan  hired  as  a  deputy  mayor  to 
reward  Cornu  for  marshaling  organized  labor  in  her  close  victory  over  Don 
Perata  in  Nov.  2010. 

Cornu,  Uno,  and  Camacho  are  labor  bosses  who  have  show  disdain  for  free 
enterprise  and  small  businesses.  They  have  aggressively  sought  to  make  the 
Port  Commission  pass  legislation  that  would  ban  independent  truckers  from 
Port  premises.  Maritime  tenants  would  be  required  to  use  trucking  firms,  and 
these  independent  owner-operators  would  have  to  either  go  out  of  business  or 
else  become  an  employee. 

Quan  supports  that  same  stance  because  her  union  cohorts  have  told  her  that 
is  wht  they  want.  She  has  repeatedly  refused  to  meet  with  independent 
operators  or  the  association  which  represents  them.  Quan's  point  person  on 
the  issue  is  Cornu. 

Since  Quan  is  having  a  very  hard  time  in  the  mayoral  seat,  and  her  approval 
ratings  have  plummeted  to  less  than  half  what  they  were  just  four  months  ago, 
she  is  auditioning  for  a  new  job:  city  clerk. 

Quan  administered  the  oath  of  office  last  Thursday  to  Interim  Police  Chief 
Howard  Jordan.  Last  night,  she  swore  in  Imani  as  a  Port  Commisioner.  Asked 
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why,  she  told  East  Bay  News  Service,  "They  [Imani's  supporters]  wanted  me  to 
do  it  right  away."  That  would  immediately  oust  Gordon,  and  enable  Imani  to 
take  part  in  some  key  votes  at  Thursday's  Port  Commission  meeting. 

However,  the  mayor  apparently  lacks  legal  authority  to  administer  oaths  of 
office.  That  function  is  assigned  to  the  City  Clerk. 

East  Bay  News  Service  has  requested  the  City  Council  Rules  Committee  to  take 
up  the  two  subjects  at  its  meeting  Thursday  morning  at  10:45  a.m.  The  four- 
member  panel  will  decide  if  they  should  be  sent  to  the  full  Council  for 
discussion  and  action. 

East  Bay  News  Service  has  also  requested  the  Rules  Committee  to  agendize  a 
cure-and-correct  for  Imani's  and  Uno's  nominations.  The  earliest  that  can 
place  is  the  Nov.  1  Council  meeting. 

A  complaint  has  also  been  lodged  with  the  City  Administrator's  Office  for 
violations  of  the  Americans  with  Disabilities  Act.

As  discussed  earlier  the  practice  of  the  Mayor  providing  the  Oath  of  Office  was  most  recently  established  and  validated 
by  Barbara  Parker  who  opined  that  former  Mayor  Ronald  V.  Dellums  could  be  sworn  in  by  other  officers,  although  Mr. 
Dellums  was  sworn  in  by  a  Judge  who  was  not  an  officer  of  the  City  of  Oakland.  In  that  instance,  I  was  as  advised  that  I 
should  "witness"  the  Oath. 

Below  are  the  sections  of  the  Charter  speaking  to  Oaths 

Section  1206.  Oath  of  Office.  Every  officer  of  the  City,  before  entering  upon  his  duties,  shall  take  the  following  oath 
and  file  the  same  with  the  City  Clerk:  "I  solemnly  swear  or  affirm  that  I  will  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  the 
constitution  of  the  State  of  California,  and  the  Charter  of  the  City  of  Oakland,  and  will  truly  and  to  the  best  of  my  abilities 
perform  the  duties  of  the  office  of  ." 

(Amended  by:  Stats.  November  1988.) 

Section  1207.  Oaths  and  Subpoenas.  Every  officer  and  every  member  of  any  Board  provided  for  in  this  Charter 
shall,  in  all  matters  relevant  to  his  office,  have  the  power  to  administer  oaths  and  affirmations  and  to  issue  subpoenas  to 
compel  the  production  of  books,  papers  and  documents  and  to  take  testimony  on  any  matter  pending  before  him.  If  any  person 
subpoenaed  fails  or  refuses  to  appear  or  to  produce  required  documents  or  to  testify,  said  officer  or  the  majority  of  the 
members  of  the  board  or  commission  may  find  him  in  contempt,  and  shall  have  power  to  take  the  proceedings  in  that  behalf 
provided  by  the  general  law  of  the  State. 

This  is  the  section  that  speaks  to  the  officers  of  the  City. 

Section  400.  Designation  as  Officer.  In  addition  to  the  Councilmembers  and  the  Mayor,  the  officers  of  the  City  shall 
be  the  City  Administrator,  the  City  Attorney,  the  City  Clerk,  the  City  Auditor,  and  such  department  heads,  members  of  boards 
or  commissions  and  executive  officers  of  such  boards  and  commissions  as  may  be  so  designated  by  ordinance.  The  City 
Administrator  may  be  hired  by  contract,  for  a  term  not  to  exceed  four  years,  but  no  such  contract  shall  prevent  the  Mayor  from 
removing  the  City  Administrator  from  office  at  any  time.

This  memo  is  to  document  contemporaneously  ongoing  violations  of  the 
Americans  With  Disabilities  Act  in  the  conduct  of  the  Oakland  City  Council 
meeting  of  Tuesday,  October  18,  2011. 

At  today's  meeting,  all  three  doorways  into  Council  Chambers  have  been 
blocked  for  almost  two  hours  by  people  standing  in  front  of  them,  inhibiting 
and/or  preventing  access  into  Chambers  by  speakers  whose  names  have  been 
called  by  the  City  Clerk  and  other  individuals.  This  blockage  started  at  5:41 
p.m.  and  continued  through  7:36  p.m. 

Some  individuals  who  were  called  to  speak  were  not  able  to  get  access  into 
Chambers  to  speak.  Others  could  not  ear  the  proceedings  on  the  monitor 
outside  Chambers,  where  the  stairs  and  door  were  blocked  repeatedly. 

At  one  point,  78  people  stood  simultaneously  along  the  side  and  back  walls, 
making  entry  and  circulation  impossible.  Two  Oakland  police  officers  were  in 
that  crowd,  but  did  not  take  any  action.  They  usually  await  an  announcement 
by  the  presiding  officer  or  specific  instructions  to  do  so. 

I  personally  asked  Ray  Leon,  legislative  aide  to  Council  President  Larry  Reid, 
to  request  that  announcements  be  made  to  clear  the  aisles.  That  was  not  done. 

Additionally,  the  air  circulation  inside  Chambers  has  been  limited  this 
evening.  The  heat  and  dry  air  affect  individuals  with  respiratory  issues. 

It  is  highly  ironic  that  almost  all  the  people  blocking  the  aisles  were  connected 
to  the  Ella  Baker  Center  for  Human  Rights  and  the  Central  Labor  Council  of 
Alameda  County,  including  its  executive  secretary-treasurer,  Josie  Camacho,  a 
former  city  employee  who  should  know  better. 

Please  be  advised  that  the  same  issues  as  above  also  existed  for  five  hours-plus 
at  the  Council  meetings  of  Sept.  20,  2011,  and  Oct.  4,  2011. 

There  are  other  additional,  ongoing  ADA  violations  during  Council  meetings 
as  well. 

Also  be  advised  that  signs  affixed  to  the  walls  of  Council  Chambers  asking  the 
aisles  to  be  kept  clear  have  all  fallen  off.  Some  have  disappeared;  others  are 
propped  against  the  wall  onto  the  floor. 

I  have  many  photographs  that  I  would  be  happy  to  share  with  the  city. 

This  is  a  formal  request  for  the  city  to  take  corrective  action.

I  know  your  plate  is  pretty  full  right  now,  but  here's  a  hot  item. 

The  Alameda  County  Transportation  Commission  is  proposing  doubling  and  extending  the  Vi  cent  sales  tax  which 
currently  provides  about  $20M  per  year  to  Alameda  cities  for  Local  Streets  and  Roads  (including  paving).  Instead  of 
focusing  on  street  paving,  ACTC  is  making  this  a  "Christmas  Tree"  to  include  everyone's  pet  projects  (BART  to  Livermore, 
Broadway  street  cars,  etc.).  The  result  would  be  an  actual  DECREASE  in  the  percentage  of  money  set  aside  for  Local 
Streets  and  Roads  (although  the  dollar  value  would  increase  if  the  sales  tax  was  doubled).This  was  the  subject  of  a 
meeting  between  Mayor  Quan  and  Mayor  Bates  of  Berkeley  a  couple  of  weeks  ago. 

ACTC's  Policy  Committee  meets  next  Thursday  to  lock  in  their  proposed  allocation.  We  need  to  make  some  serious  noise 
about  this  decision.  Here's  what  I'm  doing: 

1.  Checking  with  Sharon  Cornu  to  see  what  Mayor's  Office  did  as  follow-up  to  meeting  with  Mayor  Bates. 

2.  Talking  to  CM's  Reid  and  Kaplan  about  their  positions,  since  they  have  Oakland's  four  votes  on  the  Commission. 

3.  Identifying  pro-paving  allies  on  the  Commission. 

4.  Talking  to  other  DPW  Directors  to  see  if  we  should  all  testify  next  Thursday  about  the  need  for  more  paving

Re:  Acting  Pay  provision  in  the  OPOA  contract 

"Any  employee  who  has  been  assigned,  in  writing,  by  an  authorized  City  official,  and  who, 
pursuant  to  such  assignment,  assumes  and  performs  all  of  the  ordinary  day-to-day  duties  and 
responsibilities  of  a  position  of  higher  classification  other  than  his/her  own  for  (1)  work  day  shall  be 
paid  the  salary  of  that  higher  classification  for  such  higher  classification  time  worked.  Lieutenants 
acting  as  Captains  in  patrol  positions  shall  not  be  entitled  to  Acting  Pay.  Lieutenants  acting  as 
Captains  in  non-patrol  positions  may  receive  acting  pay  at  the  discretion  of  the  Chief  of  Police. 
Lieutenants  acting  as  Captains  shall  not  be  eligible  to  receive  overtime  pay  except  as  provided  by 
Article  III,  D  (new  contract  change  to  F)  of  the  Oakland  Police  Management  MOU."  Article  III  F 
states:  All  bargaining  unit  members  are  exempt  from  overtime  under  the  Fair  Labor  Standards  Act. 
No  employee  shall  be  entitled  to  receiver  overtime  compensation  or  compensatory  time  for  work 
performed  under  this  Memorandum  of  Understanding.  Assignments  that  are  reimbursable  by  third 
parties  may,  at  the  Chief's  discretion,  be  paid  at  time  and  one-half.  Bargaining  unit  members  shall 
not  be  entitled  to  compensatory  time  for  such  work." 

As  a  practical  matter,  Police  Officers  have  a  6  step  salary  range.  The  Sergeants  and  above 
have  a  single  step.  Therefore,  when  sworn  staff  is  placed  in  an  Acting  assignment,  the  sworn 
employee  receives  the  single  rate  for  the  higher  rank. 

Current  hourly  rates  for:  Sergeant  =  $54.41 /hour;  Lieutenant  =  $62.94/hour 

When  a  Sergeant  is  assigned  to  Act  for  a  Lieutenant,  the  Sergeant  would  get  paid  the  $62.94/hour 
rate  which  comes  to  approximately  a  15  1/2%  increase.

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1 .  There  is  an  acting  pay  provision  in  the  Police  MOU  that  attaches  to  the  rank.  Ex.  Lieutenant  to  Captain,  Lieut.  Receives 
pay  of  Captain.  I'll  get  the  exact  wording  in  the  morning  and  send  it  to  you  along  with  the  actual  practice  of  how  it  works. 

2.  We  have  no  record  of  why,  just  the  transaction.  All  of  the  pay  adjustments  I  gave  you  (except  HoJo)  were 
consummated  outside  of  HR  management.  The  forms  would  be  processed  through  Payroll  and  we  would  receive  a  copy 
for  filing  in  the  personnel  file.  It  is  a  strictly  clerical  activity. 

3.  The  trick  would  be  determining  the  definition  of  management  by  department.  I've  not  seen  a  good  definition  here,  and 
the  bargaining  unit  construction  is  of  little  help.

I  am  attaching  a  listing  of  various  Department  Head/City  Administrator  acting/interim  appointments 
made  based  on  employee  files  retained  in  this  Department.  (We  maintain  these  files  separately  from 
the  rest  of  the  current  and  former  employees.)  The  5%  approximation  previously  given  came  from 
the  staff's  experience  in  2008  involving  HoJo.  There  is  no  record  as  to  why  it  was  such  a  low 
increase.  I  am  having  staff  look  at  the  actual  salary  ranges  of  2008,  but  I  can't  believe  that  the  salary 
ranges  would  be  so  close  that  only  a  4%  increase  was  warranted. 

Vit  Troyan  was  hired  as  a  temporary  employee  with  no  benefits.  When  he  was  actually  appointed  to 
the  position,  his  pay  was  reduced  due  to  the  value  of  the  benefits  he  would  now  receive. 

Prior  to  early  2010,  the  City  Administrator  had  complete  discretion  on  setting  salaries  and  benefits  for 
new  appointments.  There  was  no  requirement  to  come  to  the  Council  for  appointments  above  the 
mid  step.  The  process  we  have  now  is  much  more  restrictive  in  that  Council  authorization  is  a  part  of 
the  process. 

Police  management,  including  the  Police  Chief  is  eligible  for  the  same  premiums:

■  Tuition  Reimbursement  (1 00%  of  the  course  if  A  grade,  75%  if  B  grade,  and  50%  if  C  grade)

Sarah  and  I  have  been  talking  today  about  this  and  she  feels  strongly  about  recommending  either  a  sole 
source  or  waiver  of  competitive  bidding  for  MP  to  perform  the  management  review— would  give  them 
peace  of  mind  to  proceed  with  the  existing  scope. 

I  think  it  makes  sense  from  a  program  efficiency  perspective.  Not  sure  how  we  justify  sole  source  since 
there  are  probably  many  firms,  including  local  ones  that  perform  management  review  services,  and  MP 
appears  to  be  new  to  Oakland  work.  Waiver  of  competitive  bidding  probably  makes  more  sense. 

However,  I  need  to  flag  for  the  CAO  that  there  may  be  political/public  issues  with  not  doing  a  RFQ  per 
the  history  of  community  and  some  Council  outcry  about  the  administration's  perceived  failure  to 
provide  sufficient  economic  opportunities  for  Oakland  based  firms. 
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From  a  timeline  perspective— a  RFQ  under  $100k  w/out  Council  process  needs  AND  going  to  Council  on 
a  waiver  may  be  roughly  the  same.

Good  Afternoon, 

I  think  we  should  consider  Scott's  suggestion  of  sole  source  or  going  to  Council  to  waive  competitive 
bidding.  Here  are  some  reasons: 

1 .  This  is  often  done  -  start  with  a  RFQ  and  it  evolves,  but  the  City  Attorney  says  we  have  to  go  to  council 
to  waive  bidding. 

2.  It  has  already  been  stated  publicly  that  we  have  hired  a  consultant  to  do  the  management  review. 

3.  MP  has  negotiated  in  good  faith  and  doing  a  new  RFQ  isn't  treating  them  fairly.  The  fallout  and 
expansion  resulting  from  the  grand  jury  report  should  not  result  in  penalizing  them.  They  clearer  walked 
out  of  the  meeting  yesterday  with  the  understanding  that  the  project  scope  would  be  expanded. 
(Remember,  the  idea  of  hiring  a  consultant  started  last  November  and  the  RFQ  was  done  back  in  March.) 

4.  They  are  not  Oakland-based,  but  they  are  bay  area  and  I  think  Council's  interest  is  getting  this  work 
done  in  the  most  expedition  fashion. 

Either  approach  has  its  advantages  and  risks.

For  example,  Risk  Mgmt  should 
launch  an  all-hands  effort  to  get  those  ~50  cops  back  on  the  street  -  if  we  want  to  increase  the  #  of  cops  out  there, 
here's  a  group  we  are  already  paying  for;  purchasing  should  prioritize  their  P.O.s  and  anything  related  to  these  efforts 
should  go  to  the  top  of  their  backlogged  heap;  HR  should  move  any  personnel  requisitions  for  positions  key  to  this  effort 
to  the  top;  IT  should  put  together  a  strategic  plan  with  PD  and  Budget  to  come  up  with  immediate  and  medium-term 
priorities  to  get  us  going  on  the  right  path  before  January.. .etc.

Sarah  and  I  have  been  talking  today  about  this  and  she  feels  strongly  about 
recommending  either  a  sole  source  or  waiver  of  competitive  bidding  for  MP  to  perform 
the  management  review— would  give  them  peace  of  mind  to  proceed  with  the  existing 
scope. 

I  think  it  makes  sense  from  a  program  efficiency  perspective.  Not  sure  how  we  justify 
sole  source  since  there  are  probably  many  firms,  including  local  ones  that  perform 
management  review  services,  and  MP  appears  to  be  new  to  Oakland  work.  Waiver  of 
competitive  bidding  probably  makes  more  sense. 

However,  I  need  to  flag  for  the  CAO  that  there  may  be  political/public  issues  with  not 
doing  a  RFQ  per  the  history  of  community  and  some  Council  outcry  about  the 
administration's  perceived  failure  to  provide  sufficient  economic  opportunities  for 
Oakland  based  firms. 

From  a  timeline  perspective— a  RFQ  under  $100k  w/out  Council  process  needs  AND 
going  to  Council  on  a  waiver  may  be  roughly  the  same.

I  think  we  should  consider  Scott's  suggestion  of  sole  source  or  going  to  Council  to  waive 
competitive  bidding.  Here  are  some  reasons: 

1 .  This  is  often  done  -  start  with  a  RFQ  and  it  evolves,  but  the  City  Attorney  says  we 
have  to  go  to  council  to  waive  bidding. 

2.  It  has  already  been  stated  publicly  that  we  have  hired  a  consultant  to  do  the 
management  review. 

3.  MP  has  negotiated  in  good  faith  and  doing  a  new  RFQ  isn't  treating  them  fairly.  The 
fallout  and  expansion  resulting  from  the  grand  jury  report  should  not  result  in  penalizing 
them.  They  clearer  walked  out  of  the  meeting  yesterday  with  the  understanding  that  the 
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project  scope  would  be  expanded.  (Remember,  the  idea  of  hiring  a  consultant  started  last 
November  and  the  RFQ  was  done  back  in  March.) 

4.  They  are  not  Oakland-based,  but  they  are  bay  area  and  I  think  Council's  interest  is 
getting  this  work  done  in  the  most  expedition  fashion.

I  have  reviewed  the  Local  55  MOU,  the  pay  element  spreadsheet,  and  discussed  the  issue  with 
Donna  Horn  and  LaWanna  Preston.  The  Deputy  Chiefs  are  entitled  to  and  are  receiving  1 .  Holiday 
in  Lieu  premium  at  the  rate  of  4.82  hours  per  pay  period  and  2.  SAP  or  Staff  assignment  Pay  at  the 
rate  of  5%,  Uniform  Allowance  initially  $1 00;  after  first  full  fiscal  year  of  employment  an  annual 
uniform  allowance  of  $570  at  the  beginning  of  each  fiscal  year.  A  new  bargaining  unit  member  shall 
receive  the  annual  uniform  allowance  at  the  time  of  employment;  provided,  however,  that  the  annual 
uniform  allowance  payable  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  full  fiscal  year  of  employment  shall  be  prorated 
on  the  basis  of  service  from  the  date  of  employment  up  to  and  immediately  preceding  the  first  full 
fiscal  year.  In  the  event  that  a  bargaining  unit  member  separates  from  City  service,  for  whatever 
cause  (except  in  the  case  of  death  resulting  from  on-the-job  injury),  during  the  fiscal  year  for  which 
the  annual  uniform  allowance  has  been  paid,  the  bargaining  unit  member's  final  paycheck  shall  be 
adjusted  on  a  pro  rata  basis  in  relationship  toe  the  period  of  service  in  the  final  fiscal  year  of 
employment.

b)  FDP  Furlough  Day  W  Pay  is  a  coding  error  by  an  employee(s);  Fire  staff  is  not  subject  to 
mandatory  shutdown  days.  This  coding  denotes  a  "smoothing"  day. 

c)  FMLA  Sick  Taken  is  given  based  on  an  individual's  circumstances  and  it  is  not  additional  pay. 

d)  Management  Lv  Buyback  -  It  is  not  appropriate  for  Fire  staff  to  receive  management  leave  and 
be  eligible  for  the  buy  back  provisions.  This  is  a  miscellaneous  Local  21  related  contract 
provision.  The  awarding  of  this  leave  was  the  impetus  for  my  research  which  established  that 
the  management  ranks  are  only  entitled  to  appropriate  Local  55  provisions. 

e)  OTS  Sworn  -  Management  is  not  entitled  to  overtime  pay  of  any  type 

f)  Regular  earnings  -  not  an  issue 

g)  Retro  Pers  -  retroactive  payment  to  PERS  -  not  an  special  pay 

h)  SBF  Standby  Premium  -  Only  Battalion  Chiefs  are  entitled 

i)  SCK  Sick  leave  taken  -  not  an  issue 

j)   VAC  Vacation  Lv  Taken  -  not  an  issue 

Note:  Battalion  Chief  pays  probably  show  up  because  their  DC  time  straddles  a  pay  period  where 
they  are  DCs  and  Battalion  Chiefs.

Sarah  and  I  have  been  talking  today  about  this  and  she  feels  strongly  about 
recommending  either  a  sole  source  or  waiver  of  competitive  bidding  for  MP  to  perform 
the  management  review— would  give  them  peace  of  mind  to  proceed  with  the  existing 
scope. 

I  think  it  makes  sense  from  a  program  efficiency  perspective.  Not  sure  how  we  justify 
sole  source  since  there  are  probably  many  firms,  including  local  ones  that  perform 
management  review  services,  and  MP  appears  to  be  new  to  Oakland  work.

I  think  we  should  consider  Scott's  suggestion  of  sole  source  or  going  to  Council  to  waive 
competitive  bidding.  Here  are  some  reasons: 

1 .  This  is  often  done  -  start  with  a  RFQ  and  it  evolves,  but  the  City  Attorney  says  we 
have  to  go  to  council  to  waive  bidding. 

2.  It  has  already  been  stated  publicly  that  we  have  hired  a  consultant  to  do  the 
management  review. 

3.  MP  has  negotiated  in  good  faith  and  doing  a  new  RFQ  isn't  treating  them  fairly.  The 
fallout  and  expansion  resulting  from  the  grand  jury  report  should  not  result  in  penalizing 
them.  They  clearer  walked  out  of  the  meeting  yesterday  with  the  understanding  that  the 
project  scope  would  be  expanded.  (Remember,  the  idea  of  hiring  a  consultant  started  last 
November  and  the  RFQ  was  done  back  in  March.) 

4.  They  are  not  Oakland-based,  but  they  are  bay  area  and  I  think  Council's  interest  is 
getting  this  work  done  in  the  most  expedition  fashion. 

Either  approach  has  its  advantages  and  risks.

Hello  Arturo, 

As  directed  on  October  19,  2011  at  2:00  p.m.,  I  conducted  an  inspection  of  the  Occupy  Camp.  The  purpose  of  the 
inspection  was  to  identify  potential  Fire  and  Health  and  Safety  Code  violations.  During  my  inspection,  staff  from  the 
Alameda  County  Health  Agency  was  on  site  to  observe  Health  and  Safety  Code  violations  related  to  the  processing, 
storage  and  distribution  of  food  at  the  site.  As  a  result  of  my  inspection  I  observed  the  following  fire  and  life  safety 
issues. 

•  Exiting-  The  camp  does  not  have  any  signage  displayed  that  showed  how  to  leave  and  in  the  appropriate 
direction  in  the  event  of  a  fire.  This  information  has  to  be  posted  per  CCR  Title  19.  This  important  due  to  the 
number  of  tents  and  the  use  of  non-flame  retardant  materials  for  these  tents. 

•  Smoking-  During  the  inspection  I  observed  several  people  smoking  inside  of  tents,  many  of  the  tents  contain  a 
large  accumulation  of  combustible  materials  (card  board,  papers).  In  the  event  of  a  fire  these  materials  would 
enhance  fire  spread.  There  are  no  ash  trays  or  sand  buckets  on  site  to  discard  butts.  This  is  becoming  an 
additional  hazard  due  to  the  increasing  size  of  the  group  and  the  daily  application  of  hay  to  the  grounds. 

•  Storage- 1  observed  the  improper  storage  of  5  gal  propane  cylinders  (8).  The  cylinders  were  stored  next  to  the 
tent  area.  There  are  no  fire  extinguishers  next  the  heat  producing  appliances  located  in  the  cooking  area.  I 
would  recommend  the  placement  of  water  extinguishers  near  this  area. 

It  should  be  noted  that  staff  was  challenged  hostilely  by  individuals  at  the  camp  during  this  inspection.  This  action  did 
not  occur  in  previous  inspections  of  the  camp.  Please  contact  me  if  you  have  any  questions.

Pat  and  I  stayed  at  the  Port  for  several  hours  after  this  morning's  meeting  and  have  come  up  with  a  proposed 
approach  for  TIGER  III.  Here  is  the  framework  we  are  proposing  for  applying  for  these  funds: 

1 .  Although  the  project  we  describe  is  in  the  context  of  the  entire  One  Vision,  One  Project,  One  Team 
context,  the  actual  work  we  will  be  seeking  TIGER  III  funding  for  will  take  place  solely  on  Agency/City 
property; 

2.  The  work  will  include  the  Maritime  Street  utility  corridor,  a  re-alignment  of  Burma  Road  with  a  utility 
corridor,  and  site  preparation  of  our  East,  Central,  West,  and  North  Gateway  Areas; 

3.  The  total  project  cost  is  estimated  at  around  $184  million  with  a  combination  of  Agency  ($32M),  TCIF 
($92),  private  ($20)  and  DOT  $(40)  funds  to  support  it; 

4.  We  should  ask  for  $40  million; 

5.  The  Agency/City  will  be  the  applicant; 

6.  The  Port  will  pay  AECOM  to  prepare  the  application  for  us; 

7.  Pat  Cashman  as  the  Army  Base  Project  Manager  will  be  our  primary  point  person  for  this  grant 
application  process  and  should  run  everything  through  the  chain  of  command; 

8.  Toni  Horst  at  AECOM  is  his  primary  point  of  contact,  although  John  Barna  will  also  be  intimately 
involved  given  his  depth  of  knowledge  about  these  types  of  projects  and  TCIF;  and 

9.  Of  course  the  rest  of  the  Army  Base  Team  is  available  to  provide  any  assistance  needed. 

With  respect  to  the  TCIF  allocation,  we  discussed  which  entity  is  best  positioned  to  take  advantage  of  and 
manage  it.  John  Barna  strongly  recommends  it  be  transferred  to  the  Agency/City  and  the  Port  staff  did  not 
disagree.  There  was  discussion  of  how  this  might  be  accomplished.  The  Port  would  lay  the  ground  work  at  a 
December  CTC  meeting,  at  which  they  must  request  time  extensions  to  their  baseline  agreements.  At  that 
meeting,  the  Port  would  indicate  that,  due  to  economic  conditions,  it  was  unable  to  deliver  the  required 
matching  capital  but  that  the  Agency  and  its  private  partners  wanted  to  carry  the  project  forward.

The  Port  would  lay  the  ground  work  at  a 
December  CTC  meeting,  at  which  they  must  request  time  extensions  to  their  baseline  agreements.  At  that 
meeting,  the  Port  would  indicate  that,  due  to  economic  conditions,  it  was  unable  to  deliver  the  required 
matching  capital  but  that  the  Agency  and  its  private  partners  wanted  to  carry  the  project  forward. 
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I  think  this  covers  most  of  the  key  points.  Thank  you.  Al

Hello  Mayor  Quan  and  Ms.  Cornu, 

Caltrans  is  preparing  to  remove  an  illegally  built  skate  park  located  on  state  property  in  Oakland.  The  following 
background  information  is  for  your  use  in  the  event  you  are  contacted  by  the  media  or  other  interested  parties. 

In  June  of  2005,  Caltrans  staff  discovered  a  skate  park  that  had  been  built  illegally  on  state  property  underneath  Interstate 
580  (1-580)  near  Louise  Street  in  Oakland.  Initially,  Caltrans  announced  that  it  would  arrange  to  remove  the  skate  park 
because  it  constituted  an  illegal  encroachment  within  state  Right-of-Way.  However,  proponents  of  the  skate  park  asked 
that  Caltrans  wait  until  an  agreement  could  be  reached  that  would  allow  the  skate  park  to  remain  as  a  legal  lease. 

After  negotiating  with  the  City  of  Oakland  and  skate  park  proponents,  it  was  agreed  that  the  City  would  lease  the  property 
from  Caltrans  and  sub-lease  it  to  "Bordertown  Skatepark,  Inc."  (BSI).  The  agreement  with  BSI,  as  sub-lessee  to  a  master 
lease  with  the  City  of  Oakland,  was  signed  in  October  of  2005.  The  lease  required  that  BSI  submit  a  set  of  plans  for  a 
skate  park  that  was  professionally  engineered,  and  that  addressed  the  concerns  of  public  safety  and  potential  impacts  to 
the  State's  infrastructure  associated  with  the  illegal  skate  park  underneath  1-580. 

BSI  did  not  submit  professionally-designed  plans,  as  required  by  the  October,  2005  agreement  until  March  of  2008  -  and 
those  plans  were  incomplete.  Later  in  2008,  the  master  lease  between  Caltrans  and  the  City  of  Oakland  expired, 
effectively  terminating  any  agreement  with  BSI.  After  two  more  years  of  discussions  between  Caltrans  and  Oakland,  the 
City  informed  Caltrans  earlier  this  year  that  it  has  no  further  interest  in  participating  in  a  lease  agreement. 

Caltrans  will  meet  with  several  potential  contractors  for  the  removal  project  on  the  morning  of  October  20.  Once  a 
contractor  has  been  selected,  a  date  to  begin  the  removal  process  will  be  arranged.  Caltrans  will  post  notifications  at  the 
Bordertown  site  advising  the  public  of  the  upcoming  removal. 

Currently,  the  City  of  San  Francisco  is  working  with  Caltrans  on  plans  for  a  professionally  designed  and  constructed  skate 
park  to  be  built  beneath  U.S.  Route  101  in  San  Francisco.  Caltrans  encourages  groups  who  are  interested  in  improving 
areas  of  state  right  of  way  to  benefit  the  community  to  contact  our  district  offices  so  that  we  can  assist  them.

Kip  is  away  from  the  office  for  a  few  days.  I  don't  yet  have  enough  of  the  facts  to  specifically 
respond.  I'll  do  so  as  quickly  as  possible.  However,  there  are  civil  service  rules  that  the  city  has 
consistently  been  ignoring.  During  the  last  round  of  bargaining,  Local  21  obtained  a  provision  where 
we  must  report  to  the  civil  service  board  each  month  on  our  progress  towards  moving  the  city  into 
compliance.  I  don't  know  specifically  how  long  Barb  Killey  has  been  in  this  position,  but  my  guess  is 
that  it  exceeds  the  limit  allowed.  At  the  same  time,  the  city  has  also  been  using  annuitants  for  some 
on-going  functions  that  the  union  believed  denied  their  membership  of  job  opportunities.  To  eliminate 
the  potential  for  abuse,  Local  21  's  provision  states  that  annuitants  must  either  be  training  someone  to 
do  a  job  or  be  drafting  policies  and  procedures  so  that  the  next  generation  of  workers  can  pick  up  the 
torch.  We  had  no  choice  but  to  give  in  on  procedures  in  order  to  achieve  the  take-away(s)  to  balance 
the  budget.

You  may  not  be  aware  of  this,  but  we  are  working  hard  right  now  to  bring  all  temporary  assignments  into 
alignment  with  the  Civil  Service  Rules  and  other  City  policies.  Of  particular  concern  are  Temporary 
Contract  Service  Employees  (TCSEs)  and  Exempt  Limited  Duration  Employees  (ELDEs).  I  have  been 
working  with  all  City  departments  to  separate  temporary  employees  who  should  not  be  on  the  books 
anymore. 

The  request  I  received  to  extend  the  TCSE  contract  for  Barbara  Killey  is  not  in  alignment  with  policy. 
There  are  two  problems  with  it;  1 )  TCSE  contracts  may  not  be  used  repetitively  over  time  (Barbara  has 
been  a  TCSE  since  January  2010  -  that  qualifies  as  "repetitive"  by  the  Civil  Service  Rules);  and  2)  under 
the  terms  of  the  new  MOU  with  IFPTE  Local  21 ,  "Use  of  annuitants  shall  be  limited  to  training  existing  City 
staff  and  developing  operational  and  procedural  manuals."  Barbara's  assignment  does  not  fit  within  those 
provisions  and  the  work  she  is  doing  is  Local  21  work. 

You  will  need  to  identify  someone  for  Barbara  to  train  immediately  so  you  have  a  longer  term  solution.  If 
you  need  Barbara  to  work  on  written  procedures,  we  can  talk  about  an  appropriate  timeline  -  my  goal 
would  be  to  have  her  off  the  books  by  the  end  of  October.  But  let's  talk.

I've  met  with  Recruitment/Class  and  ER.  I've  also  reviewed  the  following  documents: 


1.  Memo  from  Gwen  McDonald,  Director  of  Personnel  to  City  Manager,  dated 
August  29,  1 994.  It  states  that  pursuant  to  the  Rader  Arbitration  Award,  the 
Assistant  Chief  of  Fire  Class  is  removed  from  local  55  and  is  now  unrepresented. 
Although  unrepresented  they  will  continue  to  receive  the  same  salary,  holiday 
pay  and  benefits  as  employees  in  Local  55.  However,  the  arbitration  award 
further  stated  that  all  new  incumbents'  pay  and  benefits  shall  be  determined  at 
the  discretion  of  the  City  Manager. 

2.  September  28,  1995  memo  from  Interim  Deputy  City  Manger,  Lamont  Ewell  to 
Gwen  McDonald  authorizing  the  Assistant  Fire  Chiefs  the  same  salary  and 
benefits  as  Local  55. 

3.  Local  55  MOU,  Section  2.9.7.1  states  "A  bargaining  unit  member  assigned  to  and 
serving  in  a  staff  assignment  with  a  40  hour  per  work  week  assignment  shall  be 
paid  5%  in  addition  to  the  unit  member's  regular  base  rate  of  pay  (SAP 
premium). 
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None  of  the  agreements  between  Lamont  and  Gwen  McDonald  were  ever  codified  in 
any  way.  They  were  never  included  in  the  Unrepresented  Ordinance,  and  no  records 
were  retained  in  Human  Resources.  After  reviewing  the  three  documents  and  pursuant 
to  the  Lamont  Ewell  letter,  I  conclude  that  the  Fire  Chief  is  entitled  to  the  5%  SAP 
premium.  The  Local  55  MOU  Section  2.5.2  Holiday  in  Lieu  Pay  -  Holiday 
compensation  shall  be  paid  to  40  hour  per  week  unit  members  at  the  rate  of  4.82  hours 
per  pay  period.  The  Fire  Chief  is  also  entitled  that  benefit. 

Again,  the  Fire  Administration  staff's  benefits  have  never  been  documented.  Our  plan 
continues  to  be  that  the  benefits  will  be  explicitly  codified  in  the  Unrepresented 
Ordinance  in  November.  Bottom  line,  the  report  you  signed  was  accurate.

Staff  did  not  find  a  request  for  service  to  install  a  PC  for  Jeff  Levin.  Staff  has  tried 
contacting  Jeff  and  he  has  not  returned  their  calls. 

I  made  it  very  clear  to  the  Council  during  the  last  budget  cuts  to  DIT  that  the  impacts 
to  all  departments  would  be  severe    (see  staff  reports  and  supplemental  reports  presented 
to  the  City  Council  in  June  of  this  year) .   More  specifically,    lack  of  DIT  staff  would 
result  in  longer  service  response  times  for  all  departments  and  no  capital  to  replace 
and/or  upgrade  out  dated  hardware  and  software  would  increase  the  failure  rates,  thereby 
increasing  the  workload  for  the  department. 

The  Mayor,    City  Council  Members,    and  City  Administrator  still  get  the  best  service 
response  times  because  the  DIT  policy  is  to  make  elected  officials  and  the  City 
Administrator  top  priority  even  if  it  means  delaying  work  for  other  City  associates. 

Four    (4)   years  ago  the  department  had  101  employees,   we  now  have  61  employees.     We  have 
tried  a  number  of  different  things  to  do  more  with  less  with  little  to  no  funds  to  make 
improvements.      Staff  is  frustrated  because  they  can't  keep  up  with  the  request  for 
service  but  are  still  trying  very  hard  to  be  as  responsive  as  possible.

Subject:  A  safe,  sane  and  positive  end  to  Occupy  Oakland:  You  could  make  it  happen. 

To  my  City's  leaders: 

Today,  Andrew  Breitbart,  a  right  wing  media  flack,  has  decided  to  make  Occupy  Oakland  the  whipping  boy  for 
the  entire  national  movement.  All  it  took  was  one  altercation  between  the  media  and  the  protesters,  and  we  are 
now  potentially  looking  at  Oakland  being  the  centerpiece  of  the  right's  dismissal  and  condemnation  of  the 
Occupy  Wall  Street  phenomenon. 

Part  of  the  reason  this  happened  is  because  of  some  of  the  subcultures  present  in  Oakland.  We  have  a  strong 
history  here  of  radical  and  militant  activism,  and  we  have  multiple  well  organized  Anarchist  collectives  in 
Oakland  that  want  to  see  revolution  rather  than  reform.  I  believe  that  this  tradition  and  it's  adherents  may  be 
responsible  for  the  attitude  that  led  to  aggression  towards  the  press. 

It  doesn't  have  to  be  this  way. 

In  addition  to  the  militant  tradition,  Oakland  has  some  of  the  strongest  and  best  organized  unions  in  the  country, 
and  we  are  also  home  to  a  tightly-knit  community  of  progressive  non-profits.  On  a  local  level,  these  groups  are 
sometimes  in  conflict.  But  as  far  as  beliefs  about  national  politics  go,  I  believe  that  our  local  unions  and  non- 
profits are  usually  very  much  in  accord. 

Our  non-profits  and  unions  are  very  well  organized,  and  each  of  you  has  good  connections  to  them. 

On  City  Hall  Plaza  at  the  moment,  there  seems  to  be  an  internal  conflict  among  the  occupiers.  The  broadest 
factional  division  I  can  see  is  one  between  radicals  and  reformers.  Last  night,  the  radicals  won  out.  But  this  is 
an  ongoing  process,  and  every  night  the  occupiers  hold  a  general  assembly  at  the  same  time,  and  every  night 
anyone  present  is  free  to  speak,  to  propose  motions,  and  to  vote.  The  rules  established  give  no  attendee  greater 
rights  than  any  other.  That  presents  an  opportunity. 

Here  is  my  suggestion  on  how  to  ensure  occupation  ends  peacefully  and  on  a  positive  note: 
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Urge  your  contacts  in  the  non-profits  and  unions  to  organize,  to  show  up  to  the  general  assemblies  regularly, 
and  in  numbers.  Urge  them  to  put  forth  proposals  to  the  general  assembly  that  focus  on  the  following: 

1 .  Respect  for  public  safety  and  public  health. 

2.  Mutual  respect  and  understanding  between  protesters  and  first  responders,  including  police. 

3.  Solidarity  with  the  national  push  for  progressive  taxation,  banking  reform,  and  electoral  reform. 

I  believe  that  these  three  points  are  non-controversial  enough  that  Oakland's  non-militant  progressive 
community  can  agree  on  them.  I  believe  that  keeping  it  simple  is  imperative.  Expand  much  further,  and  we'll 
just  get  more  cacophony. 

I  believe  between  everyone  I've  addressed  this  email  to,  there  are  strong  enough  community  connections  to 
successfully  rally  turn-out  to  the  Occupy  Oakland  general  assembly  on  an  ongoing  basis.  I  also  do  not  believe 
that  this  using  those  connections  would  be  an  act  of  "astroturf",  because  the  points  I  outlined  above  are  not 
controversial. 

And  I  believe  that  if  nobody  in  Oakland's  leadership  steps  in  and  pushes  this  idea  with  our  local  progressives, 
over  time,  the  militant  faction  on  the  plaza  will  wear  down  the  resolve  of  the  reformers,  and  create  an 
entrenched  majority.  If  that  happens,  I  predict  trouble.  Should  it  become  necessary  to  displace  the  protesters  in 
the  interest  of  public  safety,  it  could  get  very  ugly.  When  the  rainy  season  hits,  the  mud  and  standing  water  that 
will  form  on  the  lawn  will  create  enough  of  a  disease  vector  by  itself  to  force  the  City  to  displace  the  protesters. 
Time  will  eventually  force  an  end  to  the  occupation.  But  you,  as  leaders,  can  have  a  hand  in  how  that  end 
comes  to  pass. 

Lastly,  I  would  suggest  that  any  local  progressive  leaders  and  groups  you  ask  to  show  up  to  the  Occupy 
Oakland  General  Assembly  be  urged  to  speak  as  individuals. 

Likewise,  all  of  you  who  are  reading  this  should  consider  speaking  as  individuals,  using  only  your  first  names 
and  not  your  titles.  In  addressing  a  populist  movement,  I  think  you'll  be  far  better  received  if  you  identify  as 
being  no  different  than  anyone  else  who  is  there.  Don't  even  tell  them  where  you  live  or  who  you  are.  Just  tell 
them  what  you  think  of  the  movement  and  what  you  think  the  movement  should  do. 

That's  about  all  I  have  to  say.  Our  city's  reputation  and  public  safety  are  at  risk.  As  our  leaders,  you  have  an 
opportunity  to  create  a  positive  outcome.  Act  now,  or  react  later.

1.  Memo  from  Gwen  McDonald,  Director  of  Personnel  to  City 
Manager,  dated  August  29,  1 994.  It  states  that  pursuant  to  the 
Rader  Arbitration  Award,  the  Assistant  Chief  of  Fire  Class  is 
removed  from  local  55  and  is  now  unrepresented.  Although 
unrepresented  they  will  continue  to  receive  the  same  salary, 
holiday  pay  and  benefits  as  employees  in  Local  55.  However,  the

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arbitration  award  further  stated  that  all  new  incumbents'  pay  and 
benefits  shall  be  determined  at  the  discretion  of  the  City  Manager. 

2.  September  28,  1995  memo  from  Interim  Deputy  City  Manger, 
Lamont  Ewell  to  Gwen  McDonald  authorizing  the  Assistant  Fire 
Chiefs  the  same  salary  and  benefits  as  Local  55. 

3.  Local  55  MOU,  Section  2.9.7.1  states  "A  bargaining  unit  member 
assigned  to  and  serving  in  a  staff  assignment  with  a  40  hour  per 
work  week  assignment  shall  be  paid  5%  in  addition  to  the  unit 
member's  regular  base  rate  of  pay  (SAP  premium). 

None  of  the  agreements  between  Lamont  and  Gwen  McDonald  were  ever 
codified  in  any  way.  They  were  never  included  in  the  Unrepresented 
Ordinance,  and  no  records  were  retained  in  Human  Resources.  After 
reviewing  the  three  documents  and  pursuant  to  the  Lamont  Ewell  letter,  I 
conclude  that  the  Fire  Chief  is  entitled  to  the  5%  SAP  premium.  The  Local 
55  MOU  Section  2.5.2  Holiday  in  Lieu  Pay  -  Holiday  compensation  shall 
be  paid  to  40  hour  per  week  unit  members  at  the  rate  of  4.82  hours  per 
pay  period.  The  Fire  Chief  is  also  entitled  that  benefit. 

Again,  the  Fire  Administration  staff's  benefits  have  never  been 
documented.  Our  plan  continues  to  be  that  the  benefits  will  be  explicitly 
codified  in  the  Unrepresented  Ordinance  in  November.  Bottom  line,  the 
report  you  signed  was  accurate.

Hello  Mayor  Quan  and  Ms.  Cornu, 

Caltrans  is  preparing  to  remove  an  illegally  built  skate  park  located  on  state  property  in  Oakland.  The 
following  background  information  is  for  your  use  in  the  event  you  are  contacted  by  the  media  or  other 
interested  parties. 

In  June  of  2005,  Caltrans  staff  discovered  a  skate  park  that  had  been  built  illegally  on  state  property 
underneath  Interstate  580  (1-580)  near  Louise  Street  in  Oakland.  Initially,  Caltrans  announced  that  it 
would  arrange  to  remove  the  skate  park  because  it  constituted  an  illegal  encroachment  within  state  Right- 
of-Way.  However,  proponents  of  the  skate  park  asked  that  Caltrans  wait  until  an  agreement  could  be 
reached  that  would  allow  the  skate  park  to  remain  as  a  legal  lease. 

After  negotiating  with  the  City  of  Oakland  and  skate  park  proponents,  it  was  agreed  that  the  City  would 
lease  the  property  from  Caltrans  and  sub-lease  it  to  "Bordertown  Skatepark,  Inc."  (BSI).  The  agreement 
with  BSI,  as  sub-lessee  to  a  master  lease  with  the  City  of  Oakland,  was  signed  in  October  of  2005.  The 
lease  required  that  BSI  submit  a  set  of  plans  for  a  skate  park  that  was  professionally  engineered,  and  that 
addressed  the  concerns  of  public  safety  and  potential  impacts  to  the  State's  infrastructure  associated  with 
the  illegal  skate  park  underneath  1-580. 
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BSI  did  not  submit  professionally-designed  plans,  as  required  by  the  October,  2005  agreement  until 
March  of  2008  -  and  those  plans  were  incomplete.  Later  in  2008,  the  master  lease  between  Caltrans  and 
the  City  of  Oakland  expired,  effectively  terminating  any  agreement  with  BSI.  After  two  more  years  of 
discussions  between  Caltrans  and  Oakland,  the  City  informed  Caltrans  earlier  this  year  that  it  has  no 
further  interest  in  participating  in  a  lease  agreement. 

Caltrans  will  meet  with  several  potential  contractors  for  the  removal  project  on  the  morning  of  October  20. 
Once  a  contractor  has  been  selected,  a  date  to  begin  the  removal  process  will  be  arranged.  Caltrans  will 
post  notifications  at  the  Bordertown  site  advising  the  public  of  the  upcoming  removal. 

Currently,  the  City  of  San  Francisco  is  working  with  Caltrans  on  plans  for  a  professionally  designed  and 
constructed  skate  park  to  be  built  beneath  U.S.  Route  101  in  San  Francisco.  Caltrans  encourages  groups 
who  are  interested  in  improving  areas  of  state  right  of  way  to  benefit  the  community  to  contact  our  district 
offices  so  that  we  can  assist  them.

Hi  Fred  and  Gregory, 

Pat  and  I  stayed  at  the  Port  for  several  hours  after  this  morning's  meeting  and  have  come  up 
with  a  proposed  approach  for  TIGER  III.  Here  is  the  framework  we  are  proposing  for  applying 
for  these  funds: 


1.  Although  the  project  we  describe  is  in  the  context  of  the  entire  One  Vision,  One  Project, 
One  Team  context,  the  actual  work  we  will  be  seeking  TIGER  III  funding  for  will  take 
place  solely  on  Agency/City  property; 

2.  The  work  will  include  the  Maritime  Street  utility  corridor,  a  re-alignment  of  Burma  Road 
with  a  utility  corridor,  and  site  preparation  of  our  East,  Central,  West,  and  North  Gateway 
Areas; 

3.  The  total  project  cost  is  estimated  at  around  $184  million  with  a  combination  of  Agency 
($32M),  TCIF  ($92),  private  ($20)  and  DOT  $(40)  funds  to  support  it; 

4.  We  should  ask  for  $40  million; 

5.  The  Agency/City  will  be  the  applicant; 

6.  The  Port  will  pay  AECOM  to  prepare  the  application  for  us; 

7.  Pat  Cashman  as  the  Army  Base  Project  Manager  will  be  our  primary  point  person  for 
this  grant  application  process  and  should  run  everything  through  the  chain  of  command; 

8.  Toni  Horst  at  AECOM  is  his  primary  point  of  contact,  although  John  Barna  will  also  be 
intimately  involved  given  his  depth  of  knowledge  about  these  types  of  projects  and  TCIF; 
and 
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9.  Of  course  the  rest  of  the  Army  Base  Team  is  available  to  provide  any  assistance 
needed. 

With  respect  to  the  TCIF  allocation,  we  discussed  which  entity  is  best  positioned  to  take 
advantage  of  and  manage  it.  John  Barna  strongly  recommends  it  be  transferred  to  the 
Agency/City  and  the  Port  staff  did  not  disagree.  There  was  discussion  of  how  this  might  be 
accomplished.  The  Port  would  lay  the  ground  work  at  a  December  CTC  meeting,  at  which  they 
must  request  time  extensions  to  their  baseline  agreements.  At  that  meeting,  the  Port  would 
indicate  that,  due  to  economic  conditions,  it  was  unable  to  deliver  the  required  matching  capital 
but  that  the  Agency  and  its  private  partners  wanted  to  carry  the  project  forward. 

I  think  this  covers  most  of  the  key  points.  Thank  you.  Al

I  have  reviewed  the  Local  55  MOU,  the  pay  element  spreadsheet,  and  discussed  the 
issue  with  Donna  Horn  and  LaWanna  Preston.  The  Deputy  Chiefs  are  entitled  to  and 
are  receiving  1 .  Holiday  in  Lieu  premium  at  the  rate  of  4.82  hours  per  pay  period  and  2. 
SAP  or  Staff  assignment  Pay  at  the  rate  of  5%,  Uniform  Allowance  initially  $100;  after 
first  full  fiscal  year  of  employment  an  annual  uniform  allowance  of  $570  at  the  beginning 
of  each  fiscal  year.  A  new  bargaining  unit  member  shall  receive  the  annual  uniform 
allowance  at  the  time  of  employment;  provided,  however,  that  the  annual  uniform 
allowance  payable  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  full  fiscal  year  of  employment  shall  be 
prorated  on  the  basis  of  service  from  the  date  of  employment  up  to  and  immediately 
preceding  the  first  full  fiscal  year.  In  the  event  that  a  bargaining  unit  member  separates 
from  City  service,  for  whatever  cause  (except  in  the  case  of  death  resulting  from  on-the- 
job  injury),  during  the  fiscal  year  for  which  the  annual  uniform  allowance  has  been  paid, 
the  bargaining  unit  member's  final  paycheck  shall  be  adjusted  on  a  pro  rata  basis  in 
relationship  toe  the  period  of  service  in  the  final  fiscal  year  of  employment.  The  uniform 
allowance  is  issued  separate  from  the  member's  regular  paycheck  for  the  annual 
uniform  allowance. 

The  other  pay  elements  listed  in  the  spreadsheet  capture  non-premium  items. 
Specifically, 

a)  AHO  Acting  High  Rank  OT  and  AHR  Acting  High  Rank  Sworn  are  elements  only 
paid  to  Battalion  Chiefs  who  are  temporarily  acting  as  DCs. 

b)  FDP  Furlough  Day  W  Pay  is  a  coding  error  by  an  employee(s);  Fire  staff  is  not 
subject  to  mandatory  shutdown  days.  This  coding  denotes  a  "smoothing"  day. 

c)  FMLA  Sick  Taken  is  given  based  on  an  individual's  circumstances  and  it  is  not 
additional  pay. 

d)  Management  Lv  Buyback  -  It  is  not  appropriate  for  Fire  staff  to  receive 
management  leave  and  be  eligible  for  the  buy  back  provisions.  This  is  a 
miscellaneous  Local  21  related  contract  provision.  The  awarding  of  this  leave 
was  the  impetus  for  my  research  which  established  that  the  management  ranks 
are  only  entitled  to  appropriate  Local  55  provisions. 

e)  OTS  Sworn  -  Management  is  not  entitled  to  overtime  pay  of  any  type 

f)  Regular  earnings  -  not  an  issue 

g)  Retro  Pers  -  retroactive  payment  to  PERS  -  not  an  special  pay 

h)  SBF  Standby  Premium  -  Only  Battalion  Chiefs  are  entitled 

i)  SCK  Sick  leave  taken  -  not  an  issue 

j)    VAC  Vacation  Lv  Taken  -  not  an  issue 
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Note:  Battalion  Chief  pays  probably  show  up  because  their  DC  time  straddles  a  pay 
period  where  they  are  DC's  and  Battalion  Chiefs.

I  have  reviewed  the  Local  55  MOU,  the  pay  element  spreadsheet,  and  discussed  the 
issue  with  Donna  Horn  and  LaWanna  Preston.  The  Deputy  Chiefs  are  entitled  to  and 
are  receiving  1 .  Holiday  in  Lieu  premium  at  the  rate  of  4.82  hours  per  pay  period  and  2. 
SAP  or  Staff  assignment  Pay  at  the  rate  of  5%,  Uniform  Allowance  initially  $100;  after 
first  full  fiscal  year  of  employment  an  annual  uniform  allowance  of  $570  at  the  beginning 
of  each  fiscal  year.  A  new  bargaining  unit  member  shall  receive  the  annual  uniform 
allowance  at  the  time  of  employment;  provided,  however,  that  the  annual  uniform 
allowance  payable  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  full  fiscal  year  of  employment  shall  be 
prorated  on  the  basis  of  service  from  the  date  of  employment  up  to  and  immediately 
preceding  the  first  full  fiscal  year.  In  the  event  that  a  bargaining  unit  member  separates 
from  City  service,  for  whatever  cause  (except  in  the  case  of  death  resulting  from  on-the- 
job  injury),  during  the  fiscal  year  for  which  the  annual  uniform  allowance  has  been  paid, 
the  bargaining  unit  member's  final  paycheck  shall  be  adjusted  on  a  pro  rata  basis  in 
relationship  toe  the  period  of  service  in  the  final  fiscal  year  of  employment.  The  uniform 
allowance  is  issued  separate  from  the  member's  regular  paycheck  for  the  annual 
uniform  allowance. 

The  other  pay  elements  listed  in  the  spreadsheet  capture  non-premium  items. 
Specifically, 

a)  AHO  Acting  High  Rank  OT  and  AHR  Acting  High  Rank  Sworn  are  elements  only 
paid  to  Battalion  Chiefs  who  are  temporarily  acting  as  DCs. 

b)  FDP  Furlough  Day  W  Pay  is  a  coding  error  by  an  employee(s);  Fire  staff  is  not 
subject  to  mandatory  shutdown  days.  This  coding  denotes  a  "smoothing"  day. 

c)  FMLA  Sick  Taken  is  given  based  on  an  individual's  circumstances  and  it  is  not 
additional  pay. 

d)  Management  Lv  Buyback  -  It  is  not  appropriate  for  Fire  staff  to  receive 
management  leave  and  be  eligible  for  the  buy  back  provisions.  This  is  a 
miscellaneous  Local  21  related  contract  provision.  The  awarding  of  this  leave 
was  the  impetus  for  my  research  which  established  that  the  management  ranks 
are  only  entitled  to  appropriate  Local  55  provisions. 

e)  OTS  Sworn  -  Management  is  not  entitled  to  overtime  pay  of  any  type 
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f)  Regular  earnings  -  not  an  issue 

g)  Retro  Pers  -  retroactive  payment  to  PERS  -  not  an  special  pay 

h)  SBF  Standby  Premium  -  Only  Battalion  Chiefs  are  entitled 

i)  SCK  Sick  leave  taken  -  not  an  issue 

j)  VAC  Vacation  Lv  Taken  -  not  an  issue 


Note:  Battalion  Chief  pays  probably  show  up  because  their  DC  time  straddles  a  pay 
period  where  they  are  DC's  and  Battalion  Chiefs.

Hi  Fred  and  Gregory, 

Pat  and  I  stayed  at  the  Port  for  several  hours  after  this  morning's  meeting  and 
have  come  up  with  a  proposed  approach  for  TIGER  III.  Here  is  the  framework 
we  are  proposing  for  applying  for  these  funds: 
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1.  Although  the  project  we  describe  is  in  the  context  of  the  entire  One 
Vision,  One  Project,  One  Team  context,  the  actual  work  we  will  be 
seeking  TIGER  III  funding  for  will  take  place  solely  on  Agency/City 
property; 

2.  The  work  will  include  the  Maritime  Street  utility  corridor,  a  re-alignment  of 
Burma  Road  with  a  utility  corridor,  and  site  preparation  of  our  East, 
Central,  West,  and  North  Gateway  Areas; 

3.  The  total  project  cost  is  estimated  at  around  $1 84  million  with  a 
combination  of  Agency  ($32M),  TCIF  ($92),  private  ($20)  and  DOT  $(40) 
funds  to  support  it; 

4.  We  should  ask  for  $40  million; 

5.  The  Agency/City  will  be  the  applicant; 

6.  The  Port  will  pay  AECOM  to  prepare  the  application  for  us; 

7.  Pat  Cashman  as  the  Army  Base  Project  Manager  will  be  our  primary  point 
person  for  this  grant  application  process  and  should  run  everything 
through  the  chain  of  command; 

8.  Toni  Horst  at  AECOM  is  his  primary  point  of  contact,  although  John  Barna 
will  also  be  intimately  involved  given  his  depth  of  knowledge  about  these 
types  of  projects  and  TCIF;  and 

9.  Of  course  the  rest  of  the  Army  Base  Team  is  available  to  provide  any 
assistance  needed. 

With  respect  to  the  TCIF  allocation,  we  discussed  which  entity  is  best  positioned 
to  take  advantage  of  and  manage  it.  John  Barna  strongly  recommends  it  be 
transferred  to  the  Agency/City  and  the  Port  staff  did  not  disagree.  There  was 
discussion  of  how  this  might  be  accomplished.  The  Port  would  lay  the  ground 
work  at  a  December  CTC  meeting,  at  which  they  must  request  time  extensions  to 
their  baseline  agreements.  At  that  meeting,  the  Port  would  indicate  that,  due  to 
economic  conditions,  it  was  unable  to  deliver  the  required  matching  capital  but 
that  the  Agency  and  its  private  partners  wanted  to  carry  the  project  forward. 

I  think  this  covers  most  of  the  key  points.  Thank  you.  Al

h)  SBF  Standby  Premium  -  Only  Battalion  Chiefs  are  entitled 

i)  SCK  Sick  leave  taken  -  not  an  issue 

j)    VAC  Vacation  Lv  Taken  -  not  an  issue 

Note:  Battalion  Chief  pays  probably  show  up  because  their  DC  time  straddles  a  pay 
period  where  they  are  DC's  and  Battalion  Chiefs.

g)  Retro  Pers  -  retroactive  payment  to  PERS  -  not  an  special  pay 

h)  SBF  Standby  Premium  -  Only  Battalion  Chiefs  are  entitled 

i)  SCK  Sick  leave  taken  -  not  an  issue 

j)  VAC  Vacation  Lv  Taken  -  not  an  issue

straddles  a  pay  period  where  they  are  DCs  and  Battalion  Chiefs.

Chief, 


I  went  to  the  park  tonight  at  about  2005  hrs  and  meet  with  protesters  numbered  about  17.  I 
advised  them  of  the  City's  position  of  only  allowing  the  protest  at  FOP.  I  further  informed  them 
that  they  are  violating  both  the  curfew  and  lodging  laws.  They  were  very  receptive,  they  advised 
me  that  they  were  under  the  impression  that  the  Mayor  and  Council  were  in  support  of  their 
occupation  of  Snow  Park.  They  advised  that  they  spoke  with  Parks  and  Recreation  and  were  not 
given  permission  to  camp  in  the  park,  but  were  not  told  that  they  couldn't.  They  plan  to  address 
the  Park  Commission  tomorrow  to  request  a  permit  to  camp  in  the  park.  They  told  me  that  only 
the  Police  have  told  them  that  they  could  not  stay  in  the  park. 


They  went  on  to  advise  that  they  left  the  larger  group  because  it  has  outgrown  the  FOP  and  had 
gotten  too  crowded.  They  claimed  that  they  advised  the  Mayor  and  her  staff  of  their  intentions  to 
move.  Furthermore,  they  advised  that  they  could  not  support  some  of  the  activity  that  is 
occurring  at  FOP.  They  stated  that  they  will  attempt  to  get  reconfirmation  from  the  Mayor  on  her 
position  and  will  attempt  to  keep  their  camp  small  until  then.  They  did  say  they  are  expecting  the 
number  in  the  park  to  grow  once  they  get  approval.  They  also  told  me  this  movement  is  expected 
to  continue  through  the  2012  election.

I've  also  reviewed  the  following 
documents: 
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1.  Memo  from  Gwen  McDonald,  Director  of  Personnel  to  City 
Manager,  dated  August  29,  1 994.  It  states  that  pursuant  to  the 
Rader  Arbitration  Award,  the  Assistant  Chief  of  Fire  Class  is 
removed  from  local  55  and  is  now  unrepresented.  Although 
unrepresented  they  will  continue  to  receive  the  same  salary, 
holiday  pay  and  benefits  as  employees  in  Local  55.  However,  the 
arbitration  award  further  stated  that  all  new  incumbents'  pay  and 
benefits  shall  be  determined  at  the  discretion  of  the  City  Manager. 

2.  September  28,  1995  memo  from  Interim  Deputy  City  Manger, 
Lamont  Ewell  to  Gwen  McDonald  authorizing  the  Assistant  Fire 
Chiefs  the  same  salary  and  benefits  as  Local  55. 

3.  Local  55  MOU,  Section  2.9.7.1  states  "A  bargaining  unit  member 
assigned  to  and  serving  in  a  staff  assignment  with  a  40  hour  per 
work  week  assignment  shall  be  paid  5%  in  addition  to  the  unit 
member's  regular  base  rate  of  pay  (SAP  premium). 

None  of  the  agreements  between  Lamont  and  Gwen  McDonald  were  ever 
codified  in  any  way.  They  were  never  included  in  the  Unrepresented 
Ordinance,  and  no  records  were  retained  in  Human  Resources.  After 
reviewing  the  three  documents  and  pursuant  to  the  Lamont  Ewell  letter,  I 
conclude  that  the  Fire  Chief  is  entitled  to  the  5%  SAP  premium.  The  Local 
55  MOU  Section  2.5.2  Holiday  in  Lieu  Pay  -  Holiday  compensation  shall 
be  paid  to  40  hour  per  week  unit  members  at  the  rate  of  4.82  hours  per 
pay  period.  The  Fire  Chief  is  also  entitled  that  benefit. 

Again,  the  Fire  Administration  staff's  benefits  have  never  been 
documented.  Our  plan  continues  to  be  that  the  benefits  will  be  explicitly 
codified  in  the  Unrepresented  Ordinance  in  November.  Bottom  line,  the 
report  you  signed  was  accurate.

The  Deputy  Chiefs  are  entitled  to  and 
are  receiving  1 .  Holiday  in  Lieu  premium  at  the  rate  of  4.82  hours  per  pay  period  and  2. 
SAP  or  Staff  assignment  Pay  at  the  rate  of  5%,  Uniform  Allowance  initially  $100;  after 
first  full  fiscal  year  of  employment  an  annual  uniform  allowance  of  $570  at  the  beginning 
of  each  fiscal  year.  A  new  bargaining  unit  member  shall  receive  the  annual  uniform 
allowance  at  the  time  of  employment;  provided,  however,  that  the  annual  uniform 
allowance  payable  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  full  fiscal  year  of  employment  shall  be 
prorated  on  the  basis  of  service  from  the  date  of  employment  up  to  and  immediately 
preceding  the  first  full  fiscal  year.

b)  FDP  Furlough  Day  W  Pay  is  a  coding  error  by  an  employee(s);  Fire  staff  is  not 
subject  to  mandatory  shutdown  days.  This  coding  denotes  a  "smoothing"  day. 

c)  FMLA  Sick  Taken  is  given  based  on  an  individual's  circumstances  and  it  is  not 
additional  pay. 

d)  Management  Lv  Buyback  -  It  is  not  appropriate  for  Fire  staff  to  receive 
management  leave  and  be  eligible  for  the  buy  back  provisions.  This  is  a 

356 


miscellaneous  Local  21  related  contract  provision.  The  awarding  of  this  leave 
was  the  impetus  for  my  research  which  established  that  the  management  ranks 
are  only  entitled  to  appropriate  Local  55  provisions. 

e)  OTS  Sworn  -  Management  is  not  entitled  to  overtime  pay  of  any  type 

f)  Regular  earnings  -  not  an  issue 

g)  Retro  Pers  -  retroactive  payment  to  PERS  -  not  an  special  pay 

h)  SBF  Standby  Premium  -  Only  Battalion  Chiefs  are  entitled 

i)  SCK  Sick  leave  taken  -  not  an  issue 

j)    VAC  Vacation  Lv  Taken  -  not  an  issue 

Note:  Battalion  Chief  pays  probably  show  up  because  their  DC  time  straddles  a  pay 
period  where  they  are  DC's  and  Battalion  Chiefs.

The  City  Administrator's  Office  has  received  repeated  notices  from  Sanjiv  Handa  about  potential  violations  of  the 
Americans  with  Disabilities  Act  during  City  Council  Meetings.  His  latest  email  can  be  found  below.  Mr.  Handa's  primary 
assertion  is  that  the  City  does  not  maintain  physical  access  for  persons  with  disabilities  when  the  Chamber  is  filled  to 
standing  room  only.  ADA  Programs  Division  has  worked  with  the  Public  Works  Agency  to  install  additional  signage 
prohibiting  standing  in  the  aisles.  As  an  additional  measure,  the  City  Clerk  should  include  in  her  opening  monologue  a 
reminder  of  access  and  safety  rules  and  repeat  this  announcement  as  necessary  at  other  points  in  the  agenda. 

We  are  requesting  that  you  approve  the  City  Clerk  to  make  the  following  or  similar  announcements  during  City  Council 
meetings: 

Visitors  and  staff  are  reminded  that  all  aisles,  hallways  and  areas  surrounding  the  doors  to  Council  Chambers 
must  be  kept  clear  at  all  times  to  ensure  access  for  persons  with  disabilities,  as  well  as  for  all  of  our  safety  in  the 
event  of  an  emergency.

This  memo  is  to  document  contemporaneously  ongoing  violations  of  the  Americans  With  Disabilities  Act  in  the  conduct  of 
the  Oakland  City  Council  meeting  of  Tuesday,  October  18,  201 1 . 

At  today's  meeting,  all  three  doorways  into  Council  Chambers  have  been  blocked  for  almost  two  hours  by  people  standing 
in  front  of  them,  inhibiting  and/or  preventing  access  into  Chambers  by  speakers  whose  names  have  been  called  by  the 
City  Clerk  and  other  individuals.  This  blockage  started  at  5:41  p.m.  and  continued  through  7:36  p.m. 

Some  individuals  who  were  called  to  speak  were  not  able  to  get  access  into  Chambers  to  speak.  Others  could  not  ear  the 
proceedings  on  the  monitor  outside  Chambers,  where  the  stairs  and  door  were  blocked  repeatedly. 

At  one  point,  78  people  stood  simultaneously  along  the  side  and  back  walls,  making  entry  and  circulation  impossible.  Two 
Oakland  police  officers  were  in  that  crowd,  but  did  not  take  any  action.  They  usually  await  an  announcement  by  the 
presiding  officer  or  specific  instructions  to  do  so. 

I  personally  asked  Ray  Leon,  legislative  aide  to  Council  President  Larry  Reid,  to  request  that  announcements  be  made  to 
clear  the  aisles.  That  was  not  done. 

Additionally,  the  air  circulation  inside  Chambers  has  been  limited  this  evening.  The  heat  and  dry  air  affect  individuals  with 
respiratory  issues. 

It  is  highly  ironic  that  almost  all  the  people  blocking  the  aisles  were  connected  to  the  Ella  Baker  Center  for  Human  Rights 
and  the  Central  Labor  Council  of  Alameda  County,  including  its  executive  secretary-treasurer,  Josie  Camacho,  a  former 
city  employee  who  should  know  better.

I  went  to  the  park  tonight  at  about  2005  hrs  and  meet  with  protesters  numbered 
about  17.  I  advised  them  of  the  City's  position  of  only  allowing  the  protest  at 
FOP.

They 
plan  to  address  the  Park  Commission  tomorrow  to  request  a  permit  to  camp  in  the 
park.  They  told  me  that  only  the  Police  have  told  them  that  they  could  not  stay  in 
the  park.

They  went  on  to  advise  that  they  left  the  larger  group  because  it  has  outgrown  the 
FOP  and  had  gotten  too  crowded.  They  claimed  that  they  advised  the  Mayor  and 
her  staff  of  their  intentions  to  move.  Furthermore,  they  advised  that  they  could  not 
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support  some  of  the  activity  that  is  occurring  at  FOP.  They  stated  that  they  will 
attempt  to  get  reconfirmation  from  the  Mayor  on  her  position  and  will  attempt  to 
keep  their  camp  small  until  then.  They  did  say  they  are  expecting  the  number  in 
the  park  to  grow  once  they  get  approval.  They  also  told  me  this  movement  is 
expected  to  continue  through  the  2012  election.

In  essence  fire  will  inspect  the  facilities  fire  prevention  plan  and  their  ability  to  implement  in 
light  of  the  plans  submitted,  OPD  will  review  security  plans  and  feasibility. . .  etc,  etc.  I  will  set 
up  an  initial  meeting  where  I  will  discuss  what  makes  a  good  applicant  vs.  a  bad  applicant,  as 
well  as  practical  concerns  of  the  city  and  the  city  council  that  should  be  weighed  by  the  graders 
as  you  proceed.

This  memo  is  to  document  contemporaneously  ongoing  violations  of  the 
Americans  With  Disabilities  Act  in  the  conduct  of  the  Oakland  City  Council 
meeting  of  Tuesday,  October  18,  2011. 

At  today's  meeting,  all  three  doorways  into  Council  Chambers  have  been 
blocked  for  almost  two  hours  by  people  standing  in  front  of  them,  inhibiting 
and/or  preventing  access  into  Chambers  by  speakers  whose  names  have  been 
called  by  the  City  Clerk  and  other  individuals.  This  blockage  started  at  5:41 
p.m.  and  continued  through  7:36  p.m. 

Some  individuals  who  were  called  to  speak  were  not  able  to  get  access  into 
Chambers  to  speak.  Others  could  not  ear  the  proceedings  on  the  monitor 
outside  Chambers,  where  the  stairs  and  door  were  blocked  repeatedly. 

At  one  point,  78  people  stood  simultaneously  along  the  side  and  back  walls, 
making  entry  and  circulation  impossible.  Two  Oakland  police  officers  were  in 
that  crowd,  but  did  not  take  any  action.  They  usually  await  an  announcement 
by  the  presiding  officer  or  specific  instructions  to  do  so. 

I  personally  asked  Ray  Leon,  legislative  aide  to  Council  President  Larry  Reid, 
to  request  that  announcements  be  made  to  clear  the  aisles.  That  was  not  done. 

Additionally,  the  air  circulation  inside  Chambers  has  been  limited  this 
evening.  The  heat  and  dry  air  affect  individuals  with  respiratory  issues. 
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It  is  highly  ironic  that  almost  all  the  people  blocking  the  aisles  were  connected 
to  the  Ella  Baker  Center  for  Human  Rights  and  the  Central  Labor  Council  of 
Alameda  County,  including  its  executive  secretary-treasurer,  Josie  Camacho,  a 
former  city  employee  who  should  know  better. 

Please  be  advised  that  the  same  issues  as  above  also  existed  for  five  hours-plus 
at  the  Council  meetings  of  Sept.  20,  2011,  and  Oct.  4,  2011. 

There  are  other  additional,  ongoing  ADA  violations  during  Council  meetings 
as  well. 

Also  be  advised  that  signs  affixed  to  the  walls  of  Council  Chambers  asking  the 
aisles  to  be  kept  clear  have  all  fallen  off.  Some  have  disappeared;  others  are 
propped  against  the  wall  onto  the  floor. 

I  have  many  photographs  that  I  would  be  happy  to  share  with  the  city. 

This  is  a  formal  request  for  the  city  to  take  corrective  action.

According  to  court  documents,  new  evidence  came  to  light  when  the  FBI  received  an  anonymous  tip  that  then- 
Lt.  Edward  Poulson,  the  commanding  officer  of  the  drug  bust  that  arrested  Amaro,  had  kicked  Amaro  during  his 
arrest  and  covered  it  up  by  instructing  subordinates  to  lie. 

The  subsequent  investigation  also  revealed  that  the  officer  who  had  filed  the  initial  police  report  had  forged 
Poulson's  signature  on  the  reports,  and  that  Poulson  had  inappropriately  met  with  other  officers  prior  to  Internal 
Affairs  investigations,  according  to  court  documents. 

Chanin  said  that  during  depositions  Poulson  repeatedly  invoked  his  Fifth  Amendment  right  to  refuse  to  testify 
while  other  officers  testified  that  Amaro  had  not  been  beaten  during  his  arrest. 

Chanin  and  Burris  are  calling  for  a  Federal  Grand  Jury  investigation  into  Amaro's  death  and  the  subsequent 
cover-up  to  determine  if  officers  involved  could  be  prosecuted  for  obstruction  of  justice  or  perjury. 

"If  Amaro  had  been  properly  treated  when  he  went  to  jail  he  would  have  survived,"  Burris  said.  "They  were 
prepared  to  let  a  man  suffer  and  ultimately  die."

Lt.  Edward  Poulson,  the  commanding  officer  of  the  drug  bust  that  arrested  Amaro,  had  kicked  Amaro  during  his 
arrest  and  covered  it  up  by  instructing  subordinates  to  lie. 

The  subsequent  investigation  also  revealed  that  the  officer  who  had  filed  the  initial  police  report  had  forged 
Poulson's  signature  on  the  reports,  and  that  Poulson  had  inappropriately  met  with  other  officers  prior  to  Internal 
Affairs  investigations,  according  to  court  documents. 

Chanin  said  that  during  depositions  Poulson  repeatedly  invoked  his  Fifth  Amendment  right  to  refuse  to  testify 
while  other  officers  testified  that  Amaro  had  not  been  beaten  during  his  arrest. 

Chanin  and  Burris  are  calling  for  a  Federal  Grand  Jury  investigation  into  Amaro's  death  and  the  subsequent 
cover-up  to  determine  if  officers  involved  could  be  prosecuted  for  obstruction  of  justice  or  perjury. 

"If  Amaro  had  been  properly  treated  when  he  went  to  jail  he  would  have  survived,"  Burris  said.  "They  were 
prepared  to  let  a  man  suffer  and  ultimately  die."

Attorneys  John  Burris  and  Jim  Chanin  said  during  a  news  conference  Wednesday  that  six  to 
eight  Oakland  police  officers  engaged  in  a  cover-up  of  the  beating  of  Jerry  Amaro  III,  36,  of 
Oakland,  after  he  suffered  broken  ribs  and  other  injuries  in  police  custody  and  did  not  receive 
adequate  medical  attention. 

Burris  and  Chanin  said  evidence  in  the  case,  which  suggested  that  many  of  the  officers  who 
testified  committed  perjury  and  obstruction  of  justice,  has  disappeared. 
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Amaro's  family  was  awarded  a  $1.7  million  settlement  this  week  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the 
Oakland  City  Council  following  a  wrongful  death  suit  by  Amaro's  mother. 

"When  you  pay  someone  that  kind  of  money,  there's  an  admission  that  some  wrongdoing  has 
taken  place,"  Burris  said.

Kip  is  away  from  the  office  for  a  few  days.  I  don't  yet  have  enough  of  the  facts  to  specifically 
respond.  I'll  do  so  as  quickly  as  possible.  However,  there  are  civil  service  rules  that  the  city  has 
consistently  been  ignoring.  During  the  last  round  of  bargaining,  Local  21  obtained  a  provision  where 
we  must  report  to  the  civil  service  board  each  month  on  our  progress  towards  moving  the  city  into 
compliance.  I  don't  know  specifically  how  long  Barb  Killey  has  been  in  this  position,  but  my  guess  is 
that  it  exceeds  the  limit  allowed.  At  the  same  time,  the  city  has  also  been  using  annuitants  for  some 
on-going  functions  that  the  union  believed  denied  their  membership  of  job  opportunities.  To  eliminate 
the  potential  for  abuse,  Local  21  's  provision  states  that  annuitants  must  either  be  training  someone  to 
do  a  job  or  be  drafting  policies  and  procedures  so  that  the  next  generation  of  workers  can  pick  up  the 
torch.  We  had  no  choice  but  to  give  in  on  procedures  in  order  to  achieve  the  take-away(s)  to  balance 
the  budget.

You  may  not  be  aware  of  this,  but  we  are  working  hard  right  now  to  bring  all  temporary  assignments  into 
aljgnment  with  the  Civil  Service  Rules  and  other  City  policies.  Of  particular  concern  are  Temporary 
Contract  Service  Employees  (TCSEs)  and  Exempt  Limited  Duration  Employees  (ELDEs).  I  have  been 
working  with  all  City  departments  to  separate  temporary  employees  who  should  not  be  on  the  books 
anymore. 

The  request  I  received  to  extend  the  TCSE  contract  for  Barbara  Killey  is  not  in  alignment  with  policy. 
There  are  two  problems  with  it;  1)  TCSE  contracts  may  not  be  used  repetitively  over  time  (Barbara  has 
been  a  TCSE  since  January  2010  -  that  qualifies  as  "repetitive"  by  the  Civil  Service  Rules);  and  2)  under 
the  terms  of  the  new  MOU  with  IFPTE  Local  21 ,  "Use  of  annuitants  shall  be  limited  to  training  existing  City 
staff  and  developing  operational  and  procedural  manuals."  Barbara's  assignment  does  not  fit  within  those 
provisions  and  the  work  she  is  doing  is  Local  21  work. 
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You  will  need  to  identify  someone  for  Barbara  to  train  immediately  so  you  have  a  longer  term  solution.  If 
you  need  Barbara  to  work  on  written  procedures,  we  can  talk  about  an  appropriate  timeline  -  my  goal 
would  be  to  have  her  off  the  books  by  the  end  of  October.  But  let's  talk.

I  have  reviewed  the  Local  55  MOU,  the  pay  element  spreadsheet,  and 
discussed  the  issue  with  Donna  Horn  and  LaWanna  Preston.  The  Deputy 
Chiefs  are  entitled  to  and  are  receiving  1 .  Holiday  in  Lieu  premium  at  the 
rate  of  4.82  hours  per  pay  period  and  2.  SAP  or  Staff  assignment  Pay  at 
the  rate  of  5%,  Uniform  Allowance  initially  $1 00;  after  first  full  fiscal  year  of 
employment  an  annual  uniform  allowance  of  $570  at  the  beginning  of 
each  fiscal  year.  A  new  bargaining  unit  member  shall  receive  the  annual 
uniform  allowance  at  the  time  of  employment;  provided,  however,  that  the 
annual  uniform  allowance  payable  at  the  beginning  of  the  first  full  fiscal 
year  of  employment  shall  be  prorated  on  the  basis  of  service  from  the  date 
of  employment  up  to  and  immediately  preceding  the  first  full  fiscal  year.  In 
the  event  that  a  bargaining  unit  member  separates  from  City  service,  for 
whatever  cause  (except  in  the  case  of  death  resulting  from  on-the-job 
injury),  during  the  fiscal  year  for  which  the  annual  uniform  allowance  has 
been  paid,  the  bargaining  unit  member's  final  paycheck  shall  be  adjusted 
on  a  pro  rata  basis  in  relationship  toe  the  period  of  service  in  the  final 
fiscal  year  of  employment.  The  uniform  allowance  is  issued  separate  from 
the  member's  regular  paycheck  for  the  annual  uniform  allowance. 
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The  other  pay  elements  listed  in  the  spreadsheet  capture  non-premium 
items.  Specifically, 

a)  AHO  Acting  High  Rank  OT  and  AHR  Acting  High  Rank  Sworn  are 
elements  only  paid  to  Battalion  Chiefs  who  are  temporarily  acting 
as  DCs. 

b)  FDP  Furlough  Day  W  Pay  is  a  coding  error  by  an  employee(s);  Fire 
staff  is  not  subject  to  mandatory  shutdown  days.  This  coding 
denotes  a  "smoothing"  day. 

c)  FMLA  Sick  Taken  is  given  based  on  an  individual's  circumstances 
and  it  is  not  additional  pay. 

d)  Management  Lv  Buyback  -  It  is  not  appropriate  for  Fire  staff  to 
receive  management  leave  and  be  eligible  for  the  buy  back 
provisions.  This  is  a  miscellaneous  Local  21  related  contract 
provision.  The  awarding  of  this  leave  was  the  impetus  for  my 
research  which  established  that  the  management  ranks  are  only 
entitled  to  appropriate  Local  55  provisions. 

e)  OTS  Sworn  -  Management  is  not  entitled  to  overtime  pay  of  any 
type 

f)  Regular  earnings  -  not  an  issue 

g)  Retro  Pers  -  retroactive  payment  to  PERS  -  not  an  special  pay 

h)  SBF  Standby  Premium  -  Only  Battalion  Chiefs  are  entitled 

i)  SCK  Sick  leave  taken  -  not  an  issue 

j)    VAC  Vacation  Lv  Taken  -  not  an  issue 

Note:  Battalion  Chief  pays  probably  show  up  because  their  DC  time 
straddles  a  pay  period  where  they  are  DCs  and  Battalion  Chiefs. 

In  view  of  the  above,  I  still  need  to  know  how  you  either  want  me  to 
proceed  or  not  regarding  the  supplemental  report,  which  must  go  to  print 
tomorrow.

1.  Memo  from  Gwen  McDonald,  Director  of  Personnel  to 
City  Manager,  dated  August  29,  1 994.  It  states  that 
pursuant  to  the  Rader  Arbitration  Award,  the  Assistant 
Chief  of  Fire  Class  is  removed  from  local  55  and  is 
now  unrepresented.  Although  unrepresented  they  will 
continue  to  receive  the  same  salary,  holiday  pay  and 
benefits  as  employees  in  Local  55.  However,  the 
arbitration  award  further  stated  that  all  new 
incumbents'  pay  and  benefits  shall  be  determined  at 
the  discretion  of  the  City  Manager. 

2.  September  28,  1995  memo  from  Interim  Deputy  City 
Manger,  Lamont  Ewell  to  Gwen  McDonald  authorizing 
the  Assistant  Fire  Chiefs  the  same  salary  and  benefits 
as  Local  55. 

3.  Local  55  MOU,  Section  2.9.7.1  states  "A  bargaining 
unit  member  assigned  to  and  serving  in  a  staff 
assignment  with  a  40  hour  per  work  week  assignment 
shall  be  paid  5%  in  addition  to  the  unit  member's 
regular  base  rate  of  pay  (SAP  premium). 

None  of  the  agreements  between  Lamont  and  Gwen 
McDonald  were  ever  codified  in  any  way.  They  were  never 
included  in  the  Unrepresented  Ordinance,  and  no  records 
were  retained  in  Human  Resources.  After  reviewing  the 
three  documents  and  pursuant  to  the  Lamont  Ewell  letter,  I 
conclude  that  the  Fire  Chief  is  entitled  to  the  5%  SAP 
premium.  The  Local  55  MOU  Section  2.5.2  Holiday  in  Lieu 
Pay  -  Holiday  compensation  shall  be  paid  to  40  hour  per 
week  unit  members  at  the  rate  of  4.82  hours  per  pay  period. 
The  Fire  Chief  is  also  entitled  that  benefit. 

Again,  the  Fire  Administration  staff's  benefits  have  never 
been  documented.  Our  plan  continues  to  be  that  the  benefits 
will  be  explicitly  codified  in  the  Unrepresented  Ordinance  in 
November.  Bottom  line,  the  report  you  signed  was 
accurate.

Deanna  -  I'm  sorry  but  I'm  sending  yet  another  follow  up  because  I'm  very  unclear.  I  do  not  mean  to 
belabor  what  seems  simple  but  I'm  feeling  both  misunderstood  and  trapped  in  the  middle. 

I  am  clear  that  you  don't  want  anything  going  forward  that  you've  not  approved.  I  however  don't  know  if 
you  understand  that  the  Clerk's  office  has  no  way  of  knowing  if  any  of  the  upstairs  controls  or  processes 
you  requested  are  being  followed  or  adhered  to.  We  are  and  have  always  been  completely  out  of  upstairs 
processes  -  until  we  are  authorized  to  go  forward. 

When  we  get  scheduling  requests,  they  bear  Marjo's  initials  -  not  yours  and  we  have  no  way  to  tell  what's 
taken  place  to  obtain  your  approval.  We  have  no  way  of  knowing  when  or  even  if  you've  seen  a 
scheduling  request.  We  have  relied  on  your  agents  to  convey  your  approvals.  This  was  the  case  last 
week  when  you  were  surprised  -  we  were  surprised  too  because  we  were  told  everything  handed  to  us  in 
the  post  agenda  that  day  was  a  go. 

As  for  late  items,  the  Clerk's  office  is  usually  forwarded  emails  by  either  Marjo  or  Saundra  indicating 
Marjo's  approval  of  a  late  scheduling  item  -  we  again  assume  your  agents  have  vetted  it  with  you. 
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As  for  reports,  we  have  no  way  of  knowing  when  reports  are  submitted,  tracked,  chased,  or  whether  they 
came  with  the  scheduling  request  at  all.  The  most  we're  told  is  on  printing  day  -  you  did  or  did  not  sign  a 
report  and  simply  chose  to  take  it  home  on  agenda  prep  nights. 

Today  when  we  suspended  finalizing  the  packet,  it  exclusively  was  in  response  to  your  email  directing  me 
to  not  process  anything  you  haven't  approved.  The  problem  is  that  there's  no  way  for  Clerk  staff  to  know 
anything  about  what  you've  approved.  We  would  have  to  be  sitting  upstairs  to  know  any  of  these  things.  It 
appears  that  either  the  processes  are  breaking  down  or  not  being  enforced. 

In  the  meantime,  the  Clerk's  office  is  flying  blind  -  we  don't  know  whether  to  trust  the  authorizations  we're 
provided  and  whether  those  authorizations  reflect  your  approvals  or  processes.  And  while  blind,  we  are 
struggling  to  find  ways  to  align  the  mixed  messages  with  your  direction. 

This  is  why  I  requested  the  meeting. 

I  apologize  for  the  length  and  tone.  However,  the  breakdowns  and  issues  occurring  upstairs  are  affecting 

the  work  of  the  Clerk's  office  and  I'm  not  sure  what  you're  being  told,  if  anything  at  all.

Two  Oakland  attorneys  are  calling  for  a  federal  criminal  investigation  into  the  death  of  a  man  who  allegedly 
suffered  fatal  injuries  during  an  arrest  by  Oakland  police  in  2000. 

Attorneys  John  Burris  and  Jim  Chanin  said  during  a  news  conference  Wednesday  that  six  to  eight  Oakland 
police  officers  engaged  in  a  cover-up  of  the  beating  of  Jerry  Amaro  III,  36,  of  Oakland,  after  he  suffered  broken 
ribs  and  other  injuries  in  police  custody  and  did  not  receive  adequate  medical  attention. 

Burris  and  Chanin  said  evidence  in  the  case,  which  suggested  that  many  of  the  officers  who  testified  committed 
perjury  and  obstruction  of  justice,  has  disappeared. 

Amaro's  family  was  awarded  a  $1.7  million  settlement  this  week  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Oakland  City 
Council  following  a  wrongful  death  suit  by  Amaro's  mother. 

"When  you  pay  someone  that  kind  of  money,  there's  an  admission  that  some  wrongdoing  has  taken  place," 
Burris  said. 

"This  case  cannot  end  with  this  settlement,"  Burris  said. 

The  settlement  came  following  a  decision  by  the  Ninth  U.S.  Circuit  Court  of  Appeals  that  a  statute  of 
limitations  did  not  apply  in  the  decade-old  case  because  of  stonewalling  by  the  Police  Department. 

Amaro  was  arrested  on  March  23,  2000  after  he  allegedly  attempted  to  buy  crack  cocaine  from  Oakland  police 
officers  posing  as  drug  dealers. 

The  police  report  of  the  arrest  did  not  mention  any  use  of  force  during  his  arrest,  but  witness  accounts  said  that 
Amaro  was  forcefully  knocked  to  the  sidewalk  and  repeatedly  kicked  and  beaten  by  the  arresting  officers, 
according  to  court  documents. 

The  admitting  officer  when  Amaro  was  booked  into  county  jail  testified  that  Amaro  complained  of  rib  injuries 
and  had  bruises  on  his  face,  but  did  not  receive  medical  treatment,  court  records  said. 

Amaro  was  released  from  jail  five  days  after  his  arrest,  and  sought  medical  treatment  in  April.  His  doctor  took 
X-rays  of  his  chest  and  torso,  revealing  five  fractured  ribs  and  a  collapsed  lung. 

Three  days  later,  Amaro  died  in  a  friend's  house.  An  autopsy  report  listed  Amaro's  cause  of  death  as  pneumonia 
due  to  multiple  rib  fractures  from  blunt  trauma  to  the  chest. 

The  court  documents  state  that  Amaro's  mother,  Geraldine  Montoya,  was  told  by  Oakland  police  Sgt.  Gus 
Galindo  that  Amaro  had  "died  in  the  street"  in  a  gang  dispute  over  drugs  at  a  time  when  Galindo  already  had 
information  that  Amaro  had  been  beaten  by  the  police. 

Burris  said  that  Montoya  first  took  her  case  to  him  shortly  after  his  son's  death,  but  because  she  lacked 
corroborating  evidence  of  the  police  beating,  Burris  could  not  take  the  case  at  the  time. 

According  to  court  documents,  new  evidence  came  to  light  when  the  FBI  received  an  anonymous  tip  that  then- 
Lt.  Edward  Poulson,  the  commanding  officer  of  the  drug  bust  that  arrested  Amaro,  had  kicked  Amaro  during  his 
arrest  and  covered  it  up  by  instructing  subordinates  to  lie. 
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The  subsequent  investigation  also  revealed  that  the  officer  who  had  filed  the  initial  police  report  had  forged 
Poulson's  signature  on  the  reports,  and  that  Poulson  had  inappropriately  met  with  other  officers  prior  to  Internal 
Affairs  investigations,  according  to  court  documents. 

Chanin  said  that  during  depositions  Poulson  repeatedly  invoked  his  Fifth  Amendment  right  to  refuse  to  testify 
while  other  officers  testified  that  Amaro  had  not  been  beaten  during  his  arrest. 

Chanin  and  Burris  are  calling  for  a  Federal  Grand  Jury  investigation  into  Amaro's  death  and  the  subsequent 
cover-up  to  determine  if  officers  involved  could  be  prosecuted  for  obstruction  of  justice  or  perjury. 

"If  Amaro  had  been  properly  treated  when  he  went  to  jail  he  would  have  survived,"  Burris  said.  "They  were 
prepared  to  let  a  man  suffer  and  ultimately  die."

Nice  meeting  with  you  today.  Sorry  to  send  this  from  personal  email,  but  I  can't  stand  using  the 
web-based  oaklandnet  from  home.  One  thing  I  forgot  to  mention  that  has  also  been  on  my 
mind...  When  we  finalized  the  contract  negotiations  with  OPD,  just  before  you  came,  one  of  the 
last  sticking  points  was  that  the  Council  really  wanted  a  10%  salary  reduction  to  every  step. 
OPOA  gave  us  a  15%  reduction  to  trainee/cadet  salaries  and  a  10%  reduction  to  step  1  salaries, 
but  wouldn't  go  beyond  that.  We  finally  settled  on  language  in  the  contract  agreeing  to  continue 
working  on  this  issue.  Are  you  or  anyone  having  these  negotiations  with  OPOA?  The  only  way 
we  will  be  able  to  sustain  a  police  force  is  if  we  lower  the  per-officer  cost  across  the  board. 
Otherwise,  we'll  be  able  to  afford  to  hire  new  recruits,  but  then  get  screwed  in  the  next  budget 
cycle  2  years  later  when  salaries  make  such  a  big  jump  up.  We  really  must  come  up  with  a  plan 
to  bring  police  staffing  up  to  802  again.  This  was  the  staffing  number  promised  by  Measure  Y 
and  voters  have  lost  considerable  faith  in  us  as  leaders  because  we  essentially  broke  that  promise. 
The  expiration  of  Measure  Y  is  not  far  off.  If  we  are  to  have  any  hopes  of  renewing  it,  we  will 
need  to  make  far  more  progress  on  police  staffing  and  I  don't  see  how  we  can  do  that  without 
addressing  compensation  levels.

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the  rate  of  5%,  Uniform  Allowance  initially  $1 00;  after  first  full  fiscal  year  of 
employment  an  annual  uniform  allowance  of  $570  at  the  beginning  of 
each  fiscal  year.

d)  Management  Lv  Buyback  -  It  is  not  appropriate  for  Fire  staff  to 
receive  management  leave  and  be  eligible  for  the  buy  back 
provisions.  This  is  a  miscellaneous  Local  21  related  contract 
provision.  The  awarding  of  this  leave  was  the  impetus  for  my 
research  which  established  that  the  management  ranks  are  only 
entitled  to  appropriate  Local  55  provisions. 

e)  OTS  Sworn  -  Management  is  not  entitled  to  overtime  pay  of  any 
type 

f)  Regular  earnings  -  not  an  issue 

g)  Retro  Pers  -  retroactive  payment  to  PERS  -  not  an  special  pay 

h)  SBF  Standby  Premium  -  Only  Battalion  Chiefs  are  entitled 

i)  SCK  Sick  leave  taken  -  not  an  issue 

j)  VAC  Vacation  Lv  Taken  -  not  an  issue 

Note:  Battalion  Chief  pays  probably  show  up  because  their  DC  time 
straddles  a  pay  period  where  they  are  DCs  and  Battalion  Chiefs.

At  yesterday's  cabinet  meeting  the  Mayor  inquired  whether  or  not  our  report  stated  that  the  city  had 
met  the  funding  required  to  support  the  golden  handshake  program.  As  I  reported,  the  report  does 
confirm  that  statement.  However,  I  want  to  provide  you  with  more  background  that  I  remembered  last 
night. 

The  prior  report  presented  on  June  28th  detailed  vacant  positions  and  closed  out  the  golden 
handshake  program  by  stating  that  the  city  had  met  its  funding  burden.  Confirmation  of  this  position 
came  through  Budget.  At  that  time,  the  Council  had  concerns  as  to  whether  the  criteria  for  controlling 
the  release  of  positions  had  been  effective.  They  considered  having  staff  draw  up  new  options,  but  at 
the  end  of  the  day  determined  that  it  was  their  Ordinance  and  that  they  would  consider  making 
proposals  when  the  next  vacancy  report  came  forward.  The  Clerks'  response  was  to  continue  the 
entire  matter  to  the  next  reporting  period.  That's  where  we  will  be  on  Tuesday. 

We  will  be  reporting  on  the  filled  positions  and  vacancies  outlined  in  the  report  and  will  reiterate  that 
the  golden  handshake  funding  has  been  met.  I  did  not  want  you  to  be  caught  off  guard  if  the  Council 
brings  up  the  freeze  criteria.  I  recall  no  hint  as  to  what  they  might  be  considering.

I  reviewed  the  information  from  both  Monique  and  OPL  and  here's  my  analysis  and  recommendation: 

1.  The  quantitative  analysis  required  by  the  Ordinance  and  Settlement  Agreement  shows  that  there  would  be  a  need 
to  hire  1  Spanish  speaking  librarian  in  the  Main  Library's  Art/History/Literature  unit.  However,  a  qualitative  analysis 
based  upon  service  issues  could  demonstrate  that  there's  not  a  real  need.  For  example,  the  Art/History/Literature 
area  is  right  next  to  another  area  that  has  sufficient  Spanish  speaking  librarians,  or  based  upon  the  experience  in  the 
past  few  years,  the  existing  Spanish  speaking  staff  in  Art/History/Literature  is  sufficient  to  meet  the  service  needs  in 
Spanish.  The  qualitative  analysis  should  be  grounded  in  actual  delivery  of  services,  rather  than  based  upon  the 
prescriptive  number-crunching.  Monique,  Patrick,  and  I  should  talk  with  Crystal  to  get  more  information. 

2.  Re  the  librarians  for  the  81st  avenue  library,  we  need  to  do  a  quantitative  analysis  based  upon  who's  staffing  that 
new  branch  library.  Monique  will  need  additional  information  to  do  the  calculation. 

3.  Re  the  Main  Library  "Support  Services  Unit"  Teen  Librarians— we  need  more  information  on  where  and  what 
services  these  librarians  perform.  Should  the  Teen  Room  staff  be  treated  separately  from  a  service  delivery 
standpoint.  A  conversation  with  Crystal  should  be  the  next  step. 

4.  Regarding  the  branch  libraries,  the  quantitative  analysis  shows  that  there's  no  need  to  hire  bilingual  staff.  Given  the 
information  from  OPL  during  the  meeting  for  the  FY  10-11  annual  report  that  they  use  the  language  access  line  to 
deliver  language  services  if  staff's  not  available,  I'm  not  sure  there's  a  qualitative  basis  to  require  additional  bilingual 
staffing,  without  information  from  the  community  about  unmet  needs.  The  CAO  will  need  to  gather  this  information 
at  a  later  period— but  that  should  not  hold  up  these  hires  which  are  needed  for  service  delivery. 

Proposed  Next  Steps: 

1.  OPL,  Patrick,  Monique,  and  I  to  talk  today,  if  possible,  to  resolve  the  above  outstanding  questions. 

2.  If  there's  consensus  between  OPL  and  the  Equal  Access  team  about  hiring  needs  and  Scott's  not  available  to  meet 
next  week,  to  then  have  OPL  move  forward  with  those  hires  given  the  time  urgency  needs  for  the  hires.

Team  Oakland, 

Today  our  DC  team  confirmed  with  senior  staff  for  Senator  Boxer's  Environment  and  Public  Works 
Committee  that  they  intend  to  mark-up  a  bi-partisan  two-year  Surface  Transportation  bill  on 
Wednesday,  November  9.  The  legislation  is  yet  to  be  finalized. 

One  area  that  has  not  been  agreed  upon  is  funding  for  trails.  The  Republicans  have  been  "pushing 
hard"  against  funding  for  trails. 

When  we  prompted  staff  on  whether  they  really  thought  the  bill  would  be  marked  up,  they  responded: 
"The  odds  are  good." 

Late  last  week  House  Speaker  John  Boehner  indicated  that  he  was  working  with  Transportation  and 
Infrastructure  Committee  Chairman  John  Mica  to  complete  the  Surface  Transportation 
Reauthorization.  We  aren't  surprised  that  Senator  Boxer  and  Ranking  Senator  James  Inhofe  of 
Oklahoma  are  hurrying  to  mark  their  legislation  before  any  House  legislation  is  released. 

Our  DC  Team  will  continue  to  engage  on  the  legislation  and  will  have  updates  with  any  relevant 
developments.

I  have  been  so  focused  on  the  salary  and  related  benefits  for  this  position  to  ensure  that  we  were 
providing  correct  information,  I  neglected  to  get  back  to  the  issue  of  severance,  which  is  covered  in 
Ordinance  No.  12087.  My  observation  is  that  this  has  been  unequally  applied  to  the  unrepresented 
management.  Of  the  existing  staff,  only  the  following  have  a  severance  agreement:  Anthony  Batts, 
Walter  Cohen*,  Noel  Pinto*,  Deanna  Santana,  and  Joseph  Yew.*  We  do  not  have  offer  letters  on  file 
for  the  following:  Deborah  Barnes,  LaTonda  Simmons,  and  Vitaly  Troyan.  Based  on  this  audit,  we 
are  checking  with  the  individual  employees  to  update  our  records.  Former  Fire  Chief,  Dan  Farrell, 
has  no  offer  letter  in  his  file.  He  retired  in  2008. 

That  said,  it  is  discretionary  and  under  the  authority  of  the  City  Administrator  to  grant.  From  our  brief 
discussion  on  Tuesday  night,  I  see  no  reason  why  the  contract  we  discussed  could  not  be  amended 
to  include  this  provision.  Ordinance  No.  12087,  "Sec.  2.10  Severance  Payments.  As  a  hiring 
incentive  for  attracting  into  City  service  qualified  employees  whose  City  services  are  exempt  from  the 
protections  of  the  Civil  Service  under  Article  IX  of  the  City  Charter,  the  appointing  authority  is 
authorized  to  enter  into  hiring  agreements  promising  to  pay  severance  payments  equivalent  to  up  to 
three  months  of  salary,  and  for  employees  who  serve  at  least  ten  years,  up  to  six  months  in  the  event 
the  City  must  terminate  the  employee's  services  through  no  fault  of  the  exempt  employee." 
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*  These  employees  are  what  remain  of  the  group  of  hires  that  compelled  the  Council  to  amend  1 2903 
to  curb  the  City  Administrator's  authority.

I  assume  that  for  civilians  the  uniform  of  the  day  is  the  light  blue  shirt  and  navy  pants? 
Additionally,  not  everyone  has  a  short  sleeve  shirt  given  that  the  general  orders  only 
require  them  to  have  a  class  A  uniform  at  the  ready  which  consists  of  a  LONG  sleeve  shirt. 
Apparently  this  issue  was  raised  a  few  weeks  ago  and  Sgt.  Kelly  was  informed  and  to  the  best 
of  my  knowledge  advised  of  the  policy  regarding  uniform  REQUIREMENTS  for  civilian. 

While  I  don't  readily  have  a  copy  of  C-l  before  me,  I  believe  that  the  policy  states  that 
civilians  shall  have  a  long  OR  short  sleeve  shirt.  There  are  several  reasons  for  the  change 
from  Hart's  days  when  day  light  savings  time  dictated  whether  one  wore  long  or  short  sleeved 
shirts.    First  and  foremost ,  several  employees  have  tattoes  which  mandates  that  they  wear 
long  sleeves  so  that  their  tattoes  are  not  visible  while  in  uniform.    Additionally,  it  was 
brought  to  the  attention  of  the  union  that  some  individuals  suffer  from  medical  conditions 
and  must  avoid  as  much  direct  exposure  from  the  sun  as  possible.    In  the  past,  a  medical 
waiver  was  necessary.    However,  given  current  policy  that  is  no  longer  the  case. 

Words  such  as  "SHALL/'  "MAY/'  "AND/'  "OR/'  establish  relevant  meaning  in  how  language  is 
interpreted  and  cannot  be  changed  by  whomever  so  desire  to  do  so  absent  proper  procedure. 
While  such  a  policy  violation  is  not  one  associated  directly  with  the  NSA,  it  is  situations 
and  attitudes  such  as  these  that  currently  threatened  this  department  with  the  takeover  of 
receivership  via  the  Federal  Courts.    Please  advise  ASAP  if  the  position  to  hold  firm  on 
short  sleeve  shirts  for  civilian  employees  SHALL  remain  in  effect  given  it  clearly  violates 
departmental  policy,  as  well  as  who  may  have  ordered  in  policy.

I'm  writing  to  remind  all  CEDA  staff  who  deal  with  agenda  items  of  the  relevant  agency  processes  and  timelines.  The  City 
Administrator  has  recently  re-affirmed  several  aspects  of  her  approach  to  managing  the  Council  agenda  process.  First 
and  most  self-evident  is  timeliness:  the  agenda  due  dates  are  not  goals,  they  are  deadlines,  and  when  we  are  late  at  any 
step,  we  are  in  a  real  sense  taking  time  away  from  the  City  Administrator  and  her  staff  to  perform  their  essential  parts  of 
the  agenda  process.  Please  look  closely  at  the  deadlines  associated  with  each  step  for  your  item's  Committee  or  Council 
date,  and  plan  ahead  so  you  can  meet  or  exceed  those  expectations. 

The  second  reminder  is  that  the  City  Administrator  will  no  longer  allow  requests  to  go  to  the  Rules  Committee  for 
scheduling  unless  the  agenda  report  for  that  item  has  already  been  submitted  for  her  office  to  review.  We  have  been 
planning  for  this  change  in  procedure  since  August,  and  the  schedule  reflected  in  the  CEDA  agenda  procedures  grid  (re- 
attached here  for  your  convenience)  accommodates  that  need. 

As  Fred  Blackwell  becomes  familiar  with  the  way  CEDA  handles  its  agenda  matters,  he  may  ask  for  other  changes  to 
make  the  processes  most  supportive  of  the  agency's  goals.  I  always  look  forward  to  continuously  improving  the  way  we 
do  this  part  of  the  public's  business,  and  as  you  think  of  anything  which  could  be  changed  for  the  better,  please  let  me 
know.  As  I  have  said  on  many  occasions,  I  feel  CEDA  produces  some  of  the  most  thoughtful  and  professional  agenda 
materials  of  any  department  in  the  City,  and  I  greatly  appreciate  the  work  you  do  in  presenting  our  policy 
recommendations  to  the  administration,  the  Council,  and  the  residents  of  Oakland.

My  office  will  be  finishing  up  the  parcel  map  today.  The  following  is  the  remaining  process  for  the  map 
(exclusive  of  other  issues) 

1)  We  will  deliver  the  map  to  either  Daniel  or  Hamid  (because  John  is  out). 

2)  The  map  needs  to  be  taken  to  planning  to  apply  for  the  subdivision  and  for  Eric  to  formally  waive  the 
requirement  of  a  tentative.  Once  that  is  done  the  subdivision  should  be  approved  and  you  return  with  an 
approval  letter.  Bring  or  email  me  a  copy 

3)  We  will  then  deliver  the  map,  the  approval  letter,  and  a  deed  to  the  City  Engineer's  office  for  review. 
The  deed  to  the  property  is  almost  an  INCH  thick  so  they  will  likely  need  a  few  minutes  to  review  it 
(grin). 

4)  Once  the  City  Engineers  office  has  approved  of  the  map  and  we  have  made  any  changes,  we  will 
generate  a  set  of  mylar  sheets  for  the  drawing  (Redevelopment  can  order  these  via  BPS). 

5)  You  may  wish  to  notify  the  title  company  at  this  point.,  more  about  that  later. 

6)  I  will  sign  the  map  and  hand  carry  it  to  the  administrator's  office.  Her  signature  as  the  representative  of 
the  Redevelopment  agency  is  required  and  it  must  be  notarized.  Hamid  or  Daniel  (or  John  if  he  has 
returned)  should  send  her  a  white  paper  summary,  respond  to  any  questions  or  concerns  she  may  have, 
and  coordinate  the  notary  if  she  does  not  have  one  in  her  offices.  If  she  approves  and  signs  the  map  it 
comes  back  to  me  and  I  take  it  to  the  City  Engineer  for  the  "City"  approval  as  required  by  state  law. 

7)  From  there  the  title  company  steps  in  and  finishes  up  the  work  at  the  County  Recorder's  end.  The  title 
company  should  be  notified  somewhere  between  step  4  and  6  so  they  can  prepare  their  documents  and 
streamline  the  process  with  the  recorder. 

8)  Once  the  recorder  signs  and  seals  the  drawing  you  have  two  legal  parcels,  both  owned  by  the  Agency 
either  of  which  can  be  dealt  with  separately. 

Assuming  the  agency  transfers  some  authority  to  the  parcel  to  the  City,  then  leasing  or  renting  the  winter  shelter 
should  be  routine  at  that  point.

Hi  Deanna,  Fred  and  Gregory: 

Hope  this  email  finds  you  all  well.  I  had  an  opportunity  to  read  the  Port  staff  report  proposing  to  terminate  the 
pre-development  agreement  with  Prologis,  Inc.  and  California  Capital  &  Investment  Group.  As  you  are  aware 
Prologis  and  CCIG  are  our  partners  on  the  city  OAB  project. 

I  was  surprised  to  learn  that  after  14  months  Prologis  and  CCIG  have  failed  to: 

1.  Negotiate  a  term  sheet  in  sufficient  detail  to  allow  for  the  drafting  of  the  final  transaction  documents; 

2.  Failed  to  submit  a  Master  Development  Plan,  and 

3.  Failed  to  submit  a  detailed  financing  plan. 

In  addition,  Prologis/CCIG  has  failed  to  explain  how  they  intend  to  fill  the  $215-million  funding  gap. 

Since  our  project  is  so  intimately  intertwined  with  the  Port's  project  —  "one  developer,  one  vision",  the  city/port 
cost  sharing  agreement  —  I'm  wondering  why  we,  too,  aren't  concerned  about  these  issues.  Do  we  have 
assurances  that  the  Port  is  unaware  of?  Are  we  reviewing  these  issues?  These  are  very  serious  issues;  I  am 
perplexed  why  there  has  been  no  discussion  at  the  Council  level  regarding  any  of  these  matters. 

I  also  noticed  in  the  Port's  report  that  they  did  not  want  to  enter  into  a  long-term  lease  with  Prologis/CCIG  given 
their  uncertainty  that  they  would  be  able  to  complete  the  project.  Are  we  still  looking  at  extending  a  long-term 
lease  or  are  we  considering  a  phased  approach  depending  on  Prologis/CCIG's  ability  to  secure  financing? 

Please  let  me  know  what  due-diligence  we've  done  relative  to  1  -  3  above;  as  well  as  the  other  questions  that  I 
have  raised.

I  am  writing  to  formally  request  your  assistance  for  the  review  of  the  City' s  Medical  Cannabis 
Dispensary  Applicants.  There  were  12  applications  submitted.   Starting  today,  Monday  October 
17,  201 1  my  staff  and  I  will  be  eliminating  applicants  for  incomplete  submissions.  So  by  Friday 
October  21  we  may  have  a  better  sense  of  how  many  applications  you  all  will  be  asked  to 
review.  I  estimate  each  application  will  take  between  45  mins  to  1  hr  to  review.  I  will  be 
providing  scoring  sheets  for  your  respective  area  of  expertise  and  the  overall  presentation/plan. 
In  essence  fire  will  inspect  the  facilities  fire  prevention  plan  and  their  ability  to  implement  in 
light  of  the  plans  submitted,  OPD  will  review  security  plans  and  feasibility. . .  etc,  etc.  I  will  set 
up  an  initial  meeting  where  I  will  discuss  what  makes  a  good  applicant  vs.  a  bad  applicant,  as 
well  as  practical  concerns  of  the  city  and  the  city  council  that  should  be  weighed  by  the  graders 
as  you  proceed. 

Your  scoring  sheets  will  detail  basic  items  we  will  be  looking  for  in  your  respective  areas  but  we 
would  also  expect  your  knowledge  to  more  fully  in  form  the  information  in  the  grading  sheet.

I  sincerely  hope  that  you  are  following  all  of  the  negative  publicity  this  debacle  is 
creating  for  Oakland.  We  need  this  like  we  need  a  hole  in  the  head. 

Had  you  enforced  the  law  appropriately,  as  many  other  cities  did,  and  stopped  the 
tents  from  being  erected  in  the  first  instance,  none  of  this  would  have  happened.  First 
Amendment  rights  are  simply  not  at  issue  here.  The  U.S.  Supreme  Court  case  of 
Clark  v.  Community  for  Creative  Non-Violence  conclusively  established  that  camping  in 
a  public  place  is  not  protected  speech. 

Clearly,  the  "eviction  notice"  is  utterly  ineffectual  in  getting  these  people  to  leave,  and  it 
appears  their  anti-establishment  sentiments  are  only  bolstered  by  their  determination 
to  defy  whatever  authority  is  brought  to  bear.  Without  actual  enforcement  of  the 
eviction  notice,  City  officials  will  have  lost  whatever  credibility  they  had  left.  And 
enforcement  will  necessarily  require  significant  police  intervention,  which,  in  turn,  will 
result  in  anger,  resentment,  arrests,  injuries,  tort  claims,  bad  publicity,  all  costing  the 
City  millions  of  dollars  that  we  don't  have.  Again,  all  of  this  was  completely  avoidable. 

While  a  hailstorm  or  blizzard  may  be  effective  in  getting  most  of  the  campers  to 
leave,  this  is  not  predicted  in  the  next  couple  of  days,  meaning  that  actual  enforcement 
will  be  required.  The  longer  you  delay,  the  worse  the  results  will  be  for  Oakland.

My  office  will  be  finishing  up  the  parcel  map  today.  The  following  is  the  remaining  process  for  the  map 
(exclusive  of  other  issues) 

1)  We  will  deliver  the  map  to  either  Daniel  or  Hamid  (because  John  is  out). 

2)  The  map  needs  to  be  taken  to  planning  to  apply  for  the  subdivision  and  for  Eric  to  formally  waive  the 
requirement  of  a  tentative.  Once  that  is  done  the  subdivision  should  be  approved  and  you  return  with  an 
approval  letter.  Bring  or  email  me  a  copy 

3)  We  will  then  deliver  the  map,  the  approval  letter,  and  a  deed  to  the  City  Engineer's  office  for  review. 
The  deed  to  the  property  is  almost  an  INCH  thick  so  they  will  likely  need  a  few  minutes  to  review  it 
(grin). 

4)  Once  the  City  Engineers  office  has  approved  of  the  map  and  we  have  made  any  changes,  we  will 
generate  a  set  of  mylar  sheets  for  the  drawing  (Redevelopment  can  order  these  via  BPS). 

5)  You  may  wish  to  notify  the  title  company  at  this  point.,  more  about  that  later. 

6)  I  will  sign  the  map  and  hand  carry  it  to  the  administrator's  office.  Her  signature  as  the  representative  of 
the  Redevelopment  agency  is  required  and  it  must  be  notarized.  Hamid  or  Daniel  (or  John  if  he  has 
returned)  should  send  her  a  white  paper  summary,  respond  to  any  questions  or  concerns  she  may  have,

1  .I  did  follow  through  last  night  and  requested  a  copy  of  the  updated  salary  worksheet  from  Donna. 
She  wanted  to  personally  deliver  it  to  me  today,  but  was  unable  to  do  so  due  to  a  heavy  workload. 
She  promised  to  do  that  next  week  in  a  voice  mail. 

2.  More  importantly,  I  rechecked  all  of  the  notations  and  realized  that  there  was  an  additional  benefit 
opportunity  for  the  new  Chief.  In  addition  to  Executive  Leave  and  Management  Leave,  there  is  also 
the  option  of  bonus  vacation  days.  I  will  quote  Section  1 .40  of  Ordinance  1 2903  in  its  entirety: 
"Hiring  Incentives.  In  addition  to  the  severance  payments  that  are  authorized  under  Section  2.10  of 
Ordinance  No.  12187  C.M.S.,  the  City  Administrator  and  other  appointing  authorities  have  discretion 
after  the  effective  date  of  this  Ordinance  to  provide  the  following  as  hiring  incentives  to  attract  into 
City  service  qualified  employees  whose  City  services  are  exempt  from  the  protections  of  the  Civil 
Service  under  Article  IX  of  the  City  Charter:  (1 )  bonus  vacation  days  placed  in  bank  equal  to  or  less 
than  the  number  of  days  the  employee  will  accrue  during  the  first  year  of  employment  (2)  up  to  two 
weeks  of  Executive  Vacation  Leave.  The  written  hiring  incentives  must  be  memorialized  in  hiring 
agreements  and  the  agreements  will  be  maintained  in  the  employee's  personnel  file  and  summarized 
in  an  annual  report  to  the  Council.  Executive  Leave  may  be  granted  only  at  the  time  than  employee  is 
hired. 

Executive  Leave  must  be  used  in  the  year  in  which  it  is  awarded  or  it  will  be  forfeited;  the  City 
Administrator  and  other  appointing  authorities  can  allow  an  employee  to  carry  over  Executive  Leave  if 
the  employee  is  not  able  to  used  Executive  Leave  due  to  a  determination  by  the  appointing  authority 
that  the  employee's  services  are  or  were  needed  on  a  time  sensitive  or  urgent  project. 

The  appointing  authority's  determination  must  be  in  writing  and  a  copy  of  the  determination  must  be 
provided  to  the  City  Administrator  and  placed  in  the  employee's  personnel  file.  A  separate 
determination  must  be  made  for  each  employee  and  for  each  fiscal  year.  The  City  Administrator  must 
provide  the  Council  an  annual  report  identifying  the  number  of  employees  who  were  authorized  to 
carry  over  Executive  Leave  to  a  subsequent  fiscal  year  and  the  total  amount  of  Executive  Leave  that 
has  been  carried  over  in  each  City  department  and  the  current  monetary  value  of  the  Executive 
Leave  that  has  been  carried  over  in  each  Department." 

3.  As  previously  discussed,  the  Fire  management  benefits  have  not  ever  been  codified,  and  we  will 
work  to  resolve  that  next  month.  Apparently,  the  Fire  management  staff  has  been  receiving 
Management  Leave.  The  way  this  benefit  works  for  Miscellaneous  managers  is  in  accordance  with 
the  Local  21  contract,  which  states  in  part  Represented  employee  shall  be  awarded  five  (5)  days  of 
Management  Leave  July  1st  of  each  year.  Additionally,  employees  who  work  irregular  work  hours  or 
who  demonstrate  superior  performance  during  the  eligibility  period  of  July  1  through  June  30  of  each 
fiscal  year  may  also  be  awarded  an  additional  zero  (0)  to  five  (5)  days  of  management  leave  at  the 
recommendation  of  the  department/agency  head  and  with  final  approval  of  the  City  Administrator.  Up 
to  ten  (1 0)  days  of  Management  Leave  may  be  cashed  out  each  fiscal  year  at  the  discretion  of  the 
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employee.  Management  Leave  not  used  or  cashed  out  will  be  carried  forward  to  the  next  fiscal  year. 
Employees  who  have  built  up  large  balances'!  50  hours  or  more  may  cash  out  higher  amounts  (those 
over  with  over  200  hours  may  cash  out  accrued  management  leave  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
twenty-five  (25)  days  in  each  fiscal  year. 

However,  Police  have  been  provided  management  leave  in  accordance  with  Administrative 
Instruction  516,  which  states  in  part  "Management  Leave,  unless  otherwise  noted,  is  retroactively 
granted  on  July  1  based  upon  the  employee's  work/performance  the  prior  year.  This  award 
may  be  granted  to  an  individual  for  two  reasons:  (a)  Management  Leave  in  lieu  of  overtime 
hours  worked  and/or  (b)  Management  Leave  for  superior  performance.  All  Management  Leave 
may  be  cashed  out  or  taken  as  paid  leave.  A  total  of  fifteen  (1 5)  days  maximum  may  be  granted 
each  fiscal  year.  Any  Management  Leave  not  taken  or  cashed  out  by  June  30  of  each  year  will  be 
carried  forward  to  the  next  fiscal  year.  The  Office  of  the  City  Administrator  has  final  approval  for  all 
Department  recommendations  for  Management  Leave  Awards." 

It  seems  because  the  Fire  benefits  have  not  been  codified,  they  are  receiving  the  Local  21  version  of 
management  leave.  If  Management  Leave  is  going  to  be  awarded,  please  consider  which  version 
you  want  to  present  in  the  Ordinance.  Another  option  would  be  to  go  to  closed  session  informing  the 
Council  that  it  has  been  brought  to  your  attention  that  the  Fire  management  benefits  have  not  been 
codified.  To  remedy  the  situation,  you  are  proposing  to  codify  the  benefits  in  an  agreement  between 
the  unrepresented  employees  and  City  Administration.  From  this  perspective  the  employees  would 
not  be  represented  by  Local  55,  but  simply  have  an  agreement  with  the  City.  Come  back  to  closed 
session  with  a  proposed  agreement,  seeking  Council's  blessing  to  end  any  ambiguity  once  and  for 
all.  If  not,  we'll  just  proceed  to  report  out  as  required  by  Ordinance.

I  received  word  that  last  night  a 
Recreation  Specialist  1  at  Parks  and  Recreation  had  an  accident,  under  the  influence,  while  driving  a 
city  van.  I  assumed  that  the  specific  information  was  being  reported  to  the  City  Administrator's  Office 
directly  from  Parks  and  Recreation,  but  I  wanted  to  give  you  a  heads  up. 

What  was  reported  to  me  was  that  the  individual  had  a  class  B  license;  however  the  Recreation 
Specialist  class  specification  was  supposed  to  be  amended  to  cover  the  drivers  license  requirement 
in  2009,  and  DHRM  failed  to  do  that.

He  has  worked  in  two  other  agencies, 
besides  the  City  of  Oakland.  He  will  retire  from  all  agencies  at  the  same  time.  During  his  employment  over  the 
years  of  his  public  service  ,  each  public  agency,  as  well  as  Chief  Batts,  made  payments  to  PERS  to  fund  his 
retirement.  Each  agency's  payments  are  made  in  proportionate  to  the  length  of  time  he  worked  at  each  agency. 
His  retirement  income  will  be  based  on  a  formula  that  factors  in  his  last  year  of  compensation  in  Oakland  and 
the  number  of  years  he  has  worked  in  agencies  that  participate  in  PERS.  His  final  base  annual  pay  with  the  City 
of  Oakland  is  $221,739.  Since  Chief  Batts  worked  in  Oakland  for  approximately  2  years,  based  on  PERS 
calculations,  the  estimated  proportional  amount  that  the  City  of  Oakland  paid  towards  his  total  retirement 
benefit  is  approximately  5.8%.

days  placed  in  bank  equal  to  or  less  than  the  number  of  days  the  employee  will  accrue 
during  the  first  year  of  employment  (2)  up  to  two  weeks  of  Executive  Vacation  Leave. 
The  written  hiring  incentives  must  be  memorialized  in  hiring  agreements  and  the 
agreements  will  be  maintained  in  the  employee's  personnel  file  and  summarized  in  an 
annual  report  to  the  Council.  Executive  Leave  may  be  granted  only  at  the  time  than 
employee  is  hired. 

Executive  Leave  must  be  used  in  the  year  in  which  it  is  awarded  or  it  will  be  forfeited; 
the  City  Administrator  and  other  appointing  authorities  can  allow  an  employee  to  carry 
over  Executive  Leave  if  the  employee  is  not  able  to  used  Executive  Leave  due  to  a 
determination  by  the  appointing  authority  that  the  employee's  services  are  or  were 
needed  on  a  time  sensitive  or  urgent  project. 

The  appointing  authority's  determination  must  be  in  writing  and  a  copy  of  the 
determination  must  be  provided  to  the  City  Administrator  and  placed  in  the  employee's 
personnel  file.  A  separate  determination  must  be  made  for  each  employee  and  for  each 
fiscal  year.  The  City  Administrator  must  provide  the  Council  an  annual  report  identifying 
the  number  of  employees  who  were  authorized  to  carry  over  Executive  Leave  to  a 
subsequent  fiscal  year  and  the  total  amount  of  Executive  Leave  that  has  been  carried 
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over  in  each  City  department  and  the  current  monetary  value  of  the  Executive  Leave 
that  has  been  carried  over  in  each  Department." 

3.  As  previously  discussed,  the  Fire  management  benefits  have  not  ever  been  codified, 
and  we  will  work  to  resolve  that  next  month.  Apparently,  the  Fire  management  staff  has 
been  receiving  Management  Leave.  The  way  this  benefit  works  for  Miscellaneous 
managers  is  in  accordance  with  the  Local  21  contract,  which  states  in  part  Represented 
employee  shall  be  awarded  five  (5)  days  of  Management  Leave  July  1st  of  each  year. 
Additionally,  employees  who  work  irregular  work  hours  or  who  demonstrate  superior 
performance  during  the  eligibility  period  of  July  1  through  June  30  of  each  fiscal  year 
may  also  be  awarded  an  additional  zero  (0)  to  five  (5)  days  of  management  leave  at  the 
recommendation  of  the  department/agency  head  and  with  final  approval  of  the  City 
Administrator.  Up  to  ten  (1 0)  days  of  Management  Leave  may  be  cashed  out  each 
fiscal  year  at  the  discretion  of  the  employee.  Management  Leave  not  used  or  cashed 
out  will  be  carried  forward  to  the  next  fiscal  year.  Employees  who  have  built  up  large 
balances'!  50  hours  or  more  may  cash  out  higher  amounts  (those  over  with  over  200 
hours  may  cash  out  accrued  management  leave  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  twenty-five 
(25)  days  in  each  fiscal  year. 

However,  Police  have  been  provided  management  leave  in  accordance  with 
Administrative  Instruction  516,  which  states  in  part  "Management  Leave,  unless 
otherwise  noted,  is  retroactively  granted  on  July  1  based  upon  the  employee's 
work/performance  the  prior  year.  This  award  may  be  granted  to  an  individual  for 
two  reasons:  (a)  Management  Leave  in  lieu  of  overtime  hours  worked  and/or  (b) 
Management  Leave  for  superior  performance.  All  Management  Leave  may  be 
cashed  out  or  taken  as  paid  leave.  A  total  of  fifteen  (1 5)  days  maximum  may  be 
granted  each  fiscal  year.  Any  Management  Leave  not  taken  or  cashed  out  by  June  30 
of  each  year  will  be  carried  forward  to  the  next  fiscal  year.  The  Office  of  the  City 
Administrator  has  final  approval  for  all  Department  recommendations  for  Management 
Leave  Awards." 

It  seems  because  the  Fire  benefits  have  not  been  codified,  they  are  receiving  the  Local 
21  version  of  management  leave.  If  Management  Leave  is  going  to  be  awarded,  please 
consider  which  version  you  want  to  present  in  the  Ordinance.  Another  option  would  be 
to  go  to  closed  session  informing  the  Council  that  it  has  been  brought  to  your  attention 
that  the  Fire  management  benefits  have  not  been  codified.  To  remedy  the  situation, 
you  are  proposing  to  codify  the  benefits  in  an  agreement  between  the  unrepresented 
employees  and  City  Administration.  From  this  perspective  the  employees  would  not  be 
represented  by  Local  55,  but  simply  have  an  agreement  with  the  City.  Come  back  to 
closed  session  with  a  proposed  agreement,  seeking  Council's  blessing  to  end  any 
ambiguity  once  and  for  all.  If  not,  we'll  just  proceed  to  report  out  as  required  by 
Ordinance.

Prenatal  through  8  Policy  Agenda 

Created  by  the  Alameda  County  Early  Childhood  Policy  Committee 


Rationale: 

Early  experiences  starting  as  early  as  pregnancy  play  a  crucial  role  in 
who  we  become  and  how  we  contribute  to  society.  Research  from  a  range  of 
disciplines,  including  neuroscience,  economics  and  behavioral  research, 
as  well  as  program  evaluations  demonstrate  that  the  experiences  and 
relationships  a  child  has  in  their  early  years  play  a  critical  role  in  a 
child's  ability  to  grow  up  healthy  and  ready  to  learn.  These  experiences 
are  the  beginning  of  a  continuum  of  learning,  literacy,  competency  and 
mastery  that  are  the  foundation  of  children's  achievement.  While  support 
for  the  earliest  years  is  a  proven  high  yielding  investment,  our  federal 
and  state  funding  is  lowest  for  this  age  group.  (Adapted  from  an  Early 
Learning  Policy  Agenda  for  California's  Infants  and  Toddlers). 
Additionally,  research  has  shown  that  poverty  and  family  and  community 
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violence  also  impact  a  child's  healthy  development.  These  factors  all 
contribute  to  the  need  for  a  solid  Prenatal  through  8  Policy  Agenda  for 
Alameda  County. 


Vision: 

The  Alameda  County  Early  Childhood  Policy  Agenda  envisions  that  all 
children  in  Alameda  County  will  be  provided  a  seamless  continuum  of 
prevention  and  intervention  supports  and  services  from  pre-birth 
(mother's  pregnancy)  to  age  8,  with  full  access  to  effective  and  high 
quality  programs  that  support  their  health,  development  and  safety.  We 
believe  that  vibrant,  diverse  family  leadership  leads  to  better  programs 
and  better  outcomes  for  young  children.

Dear  Mayor  Quan,  Oakland  City  Council  members  and  staff, 
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In  March  of  this  year  we  met  with  Oakland  Director  of  Parking  Operations  Noel  Pinto  and  his 
team  to  discuss  the  Verms  PayByPhone  parking  solution  for  the  City  of  Oakland. 


We  received  very  positive  feedback  during  the  meeting  and  were  told  that  our  solution  was  much 
more  favorable  to  the  city  of  Oakland  than  a  competitor  who  also  submitted  a  proposal  at  a  far 
greater  cost.  We  then  entered  into  a  series  of  emails  and  phone  calls  to  discuss  specifics  of  the 
pilot  program  even  getting  as  far  as  a  conference  calls  on  April  6th  and  June  3rd  201 1  with  Mr. 
Pinto  and  other  city  officials  to  discuss  working  with  and  developing  an  interface  with  the  city's 
point  of  sale  system,  Active  Payment  Manager.  We  started  this  process  with  Gord  Boisvert  at 
Active  and  started  working  towards  this  interface  including  the  allocation  of  development  time 
and  resources  here  at  Verrus. 


During  this  period,  Mr.  Pinto  did  inform  us  that  although  he  preferred  our  initial  proposal  to  our 
competitors,  he  did  say  that  there  could  be  a  possibility  that  two  vendors  would  share  the  pilot 
program  with  the  City  of  Oakland.  We  told  him  that  sharing  a  pilot  with  another  vendor  would 
be  acceptable  to  us  as  it  would  give  the  City  and  citizens  of  Oakland  the  best  possible  outcome. 


During  the  month  of  June  we  continually  asked  Mr.  Pinto  to  review  our  agreement  and  let  us 
know  if  it  met  with  the  City's  satisfaction  or  if  there  needed  to  be  revisions  made.  He  finally 
responded  to  us  and  said  the  agreement  looked  fine  but  said  he  forwarded  it  to  the  legal 
department  within  the  city  for  review. 


Weeks  went  by  without  any  response  from  Mr.  Pinto  to  our  calls  or  emails  regarding  the 
agreement.  Through  the  media,  we  came  to  learn  that  the  city  was  dealing  with  a  number  of 
budget  issues  and  cutbacks  that  were  understandably  a  priority  matter  and  we  wanted  to  give  Mr. 
Pinto  time  to  respond  when  he  had  a  chance.  Mr.  Pinto  finally  responded  to  our  emails  on  July 
5th  saying  that  he  was  dealing  with  the  aforementioned  budget  crisis  and  that  he  would  get  back 
to  us.  He  never  did. 


Another  5  weeks  went  by  of  unreturned  phone  calls  and  emails  to  Mr.  Pinto  until  finally  we 
reached  out  to  Andrea  McCorvey  who  we  thought  still  worked  with  Mr.  Pinto  and  she  informed 
us  on  August  19th  that  she  no  longer  worked  in  the  department  and  that  I  should  continue  to  try 
to  reach  Mr.  Pinto.  I  continued  to  try  to  reach  Mr.  Pinto  with  no  answer  to  my  phone  messages  or 
emails  for  another  two  weeks  until  September  1st  when  I  finally  was  able  to  reach  him  on  his 
personal  cell  phone. 
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Mr.  Pinto  then  informed  us  that  the  City  would  be  going  with  a  competitor  Parkmobile  for  the 
pilot  program  and  that  this  was  the  decision  of  others  who  got  involved  in  the  process  and  that 
they  just  decided  to  go  with  the  first  proposal  they  received.  When  asked  for  specifics  on  the 
decision  he  couldn't  and  wouldn't  articulate  in  any  fashion  why  they  went  with  Parkmobile  or 
the  reasons  behind  this  decision. 


We  found  this  new  information  very  confusing  especially  given  the  fact  he  had  clearly  stated  on 
numerous  occasions  he  had  a  preference  towards  the  Verrus  PayByPhone  proposal,  the 
numerous  phone  calls  to  exchange  detailed  information  and  lay  the  proper  groundwork  for  a 
successful  pilot  program,  and  the  fact  that  our  agreement  was  with  the  City's  legal  division 
being  reviewed.

My  office  will  be  finishing  up  the  parcel  map  today.  The  following  is  the  remaining  process  for 
the  map  (exclusive  of  other  issues) 

1)  We  will  deliver  the  map  to  either  Daniel  or  Hamid  (because  John  is  out). 

2)  The  map  needs  to  be  taken  to  planning  to  apply  for  the  subdivision  and  for  Eric  to 
formally  waive  the  requirement  of  a  tentative.  Once  that  is  done  the  subdivision  should 
be  approved  and  you  return  with  an  approval  letter.  Bring  or  email  me  a  copy 

3)  We  will  then  deliver  the  map,  the  approval  letter,  and  a  deed  to  the  City  Engineer's 
office  for  review.  The  deed  to  the  property  is  almost  an  INCH  thick  so  they  will  likely 
need  a  few  minutes  to  review  it  (grin). 

4)  Once  the  City  Engineers  office  has  approved  of  the  map  and  we  have  made  any  changes, 
we  will  generate  a  set  of  mylar  sheets  for  the  drawing  (Redevelopment  can  order  these 
via  BPS). 

5)  You  may  wish  to  notify  the  title  company  at  this  point.,  more  about  that  later.

This  message  is  to  confirm  my  voice  mail  message  left  earlier  today.  I  received  word  that  last  night  a 
Recreation  Specialist  1  at  Parks  and  Recreation  had  an  accident,  under  the  influence,  while  driving  a 
city  van.  I  assumed  that  the  specific  information  was  being  reported  to  the  City  Administrator's  Office 
directly  from  Parks  and  Recreation,  but  I  wanted  to  give  you  a  heads  up. 

What  was  reported  to  me  was  that  the  individual  had  a  class  B  license;  however  the  Recreation 
Specialist  class  specification  was  supposed  to  be  amended  to  cover  the  drivers  license  requirement 
in  2009,  and  DHRM  failed  to  do  that.  Employees  in  Oakland  are  held  accountable  based  on  the 
requirements  contained  in  their  class  specifications.  Obviously,  I  will  see  that  the  process  to  amend 
the  spec  begins  next  week.  I  will  look  into  whether  there  is  a  list  of  specs  requiring  amendment,  so 
that  I  can  conduct  a  risk  analysis  in  determining  priorities  for  moving  forward.  I  also  want  to  know, 
who  knew  about  this  issue.

1  .I  did  follow  through  last  night  and  requested  a  copy  of  the  updated  salary  worksheet 
from  Donna.  She  wanted  to  personally  deliver  it  to  me  today,  but  was  unable  to  do  so 
due  to  a  heavy  workload.  She  promised  to  do  that  next  week  in  a  voice  mail. 

2.  More  importantly,  I  rechecked  all  of  the  notations  and  realized  that  there  was  an 
additional  benefit  opportunity  for  the  new  Chief.  In  addition  to  Executive  Leave  and 
Management  Leave,  there  is  also  the  option  of  bonus  vacation  days.  I  will  quote 
Section  1 .40  of  Ordinance  12903  in  its  entirety:  "Hiring  Incentives.  In  addition  to  the 
severance  payments  that  are  authorized  under  Section  2.10  of  Ordinance  No.  12187 
C.M.S.,  the  City  Administrator  and  other  appointing  authorities  have  discretion  after  the 
effective  date  of  this  Ordinance  to  provide  the  following  as  hiring  incentives  to  attract 
into  City  service  qualified  employees  whose  City  services  are  exempt  from  the 
protections  of  the  Civil  Service  under  Article  IX  of  the  City  Charter:  (1 )  bonus  vacation 
days  placed  in  bank  equal  to  or  less  than  the  number  of  days  the  employee  will  accrue 
during  the  first  year  of  employment  (2)  up  to  two  weeks  of  Executive  Vacation  Leave. 
The  written  hiring  incentives  must  be  memorialized  in  hiring  agreements  and  the 
agreements  will  be  maintained  in  the  employee's  personnel  file  and  summarized  in  an 
annual  report  to  the  Council.  Executive  Leave  may  be  granted  only  at  the  time  than 
employee  is  hired. 

Executive  Leave  must  be  used  in  the  year  in  which  it  is  awarded  or  it  will  be  forfeited; 
the  City  Administrator  and  other  appointing  authorities  can  allow  an  employee  to  carry

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over  Executive  Leave  if  the  employee  is  not  able  to  used  Executive  Leave  due  to  a 
determination  by  the  appointing  authority  that  the  employee's  services  are  or  were 
needed  on  a  time  sensitive  or  urgent  project. 

The  appointing  authority's  determination  must  be  in  writing  and  a  copy  of  the 
determination  must  be  provided  to  the  City  Administrator  and  placed  in  the  employee's 
personnel  file.  A  separate  determination  must  be  made  for  each  employee  and  for  each 
fiscal  year.  The  City  Administrator  must  provide  the  Council  an  annual  report  identifying 
the  number  of  employees  who  were  authorized  to  carry  over  Executive  Leave  to  a 
subsequent  fiscal  year  and  the  total  amount  of  Executive  Leave  that  has  been  carried 
over  in  each  City  department  and  the  current  monetary  value  of  the  Executive  Leave 
that  has  been  carried  over  in  each  Department." 

3.  As  previously  discussed,  the  Fire  management  benefits  have  not  ever  been  codified, 
and  we  will  work  to  resolve  that  next  month.  Apparently,  the  Fire  management  staff  has 
been  receiving  Management  Leave.  The  way  this  benefit  works  for  Miscellaneous 
managers  is  in  accordance  with  the  Local  21  contract,  which  states  in  part  Represented 
employee  shall  be  awarded  five  (5)  days  of  Management  Leave  July  1st  of  each  year. 
Additionally,  employees  who  work  irregular  work  hours  or  who  demonstrate  superior 
performance  during  the  eligibility  period  of  July  1  through  June  30  of  each  fiscal  year 
may  also  be  awarded  an  additional  zero  (0)  to  five  (5)  days  of  management  leave  at  the 
recommendation  of  the  department/agency  head  and  with  final  approval  of  the  City 
Administrator.  Up  to  ten  (1 0)  days  of  Management  Leave  may  be  cashed  out  each 
fiscal  year  at  the  discretion  of  the  employee.  Management  Leave  not  used  or  cashed 
out  will  be  carried  forward  to  the  next  fiscal  year.  Employees  who  have  built  up  large 
balances'!  50  hours  or  more  may  cash  out  higher  amounts  (those  over  with  over  200 
hours  may  cash  out  accrued  management  leave  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  twenty-five 
(25)  days  in  each  fiscal  year. 

However,  Police  have  been  provided  management  leave  in  accordance  with 
Administrative  Instruction  516,  which  states  in  part  "Management  Leave,  unless 
otherwise  noted,  is  retroactively  granted  on  July  1  based  upon  the  employee's 
work/performance  the  prior  year.  This  award  may  be  granted  to  an  individual  for 
two  reasons:  (a)  Management  Leave  in  lieu  of  overtime  hours  worked  and/or  (b) 
Management  Leave  for  superior  performance.  All  Management  Leave  may  be 
cashed  out  or  taken  as  paid  leave.  A  total  of  fifteen  (1 5)  days  maximum  may  be 
granted  each  fiscal  year.  Any  Management  Leave  not  taken  or  cashed  out  by  June  30 
of  each  year  will  be  carried  forward  to  the  next  fiscal  year.  The  Office  of  the  City 
Administrator  has  final  approval  for  all  Department  recommendations  for  Management 
Leave  Awards." 

It  seems  because  the  Fire  benefits  have  not  been  codified,  they  are  receiving  the  Local 
21  version  of  management  leave.  If  Management  Leave  is  going  to  be  awarded,  please 
consider  which  version  you  want  to  present  in  the  Ordinance.  Another  option  would  be 
to  go  to  closed  session  informing  the  Council  that  it  has  been  brought  to  your  attention 
that  the  Fire  management  benefits  have  not  been  codified.  To  remedy  the  situation, 
you  are  proposing  to  codify  the  benefits  in  an  agreement  between  the  unrepresented 
employees  and  City  Administration.

Thanks  for  the  prompt  response.    I  didn't  really  think  you  were  going  to  be  able  to  give  me 
substantive  answers.     Rather ,  I  wanted  to  make  sure  someone  is  contemplating  these  issues.  I 
understand  that  our  projects  are  not  identical  but  they  are  intertwined  and  our  joint  use  of 
the  same  developer  creates  a  dynamic  where  we  should  give  some  review  to  the  concerns  raised. 

Regardless  of  any  decisions  to  phase  the  project,  as  I  understand  the  ENA  period  this  is 
where  we  do  or  due-diligence  for  the  project.    This  is  includes  obtaining  assurances  of  the 
ability  to  finance  the  project.    According  to  the  most  recent  correspondence  from  the  Port  to 
the  developer  the  developer  claims  there  is  a  $100  million  gap  and  the  Port  claims  the  gap  is 
upwards  of  $200  million.    Is  this  gap  only  on  the  Port  side  or  is  it  across  both  projects? 
Our  staff  hasn't  had  any  conversations  with  us  about  the  financing  of  this  project. 

I  am  concerned  about  moving  into  a  LDDA  posture,  which  would  allow  this  developer  to  tie  up 
our  land  for  a  significant  period  of  time,  and  the  project  becomes  stalled  because  of 
inadequate  funding  --  especially  where  we  were  put  on  notice.

Hope  this  email  finds  you  all  well.    I  had  an  opportunity  to  read  the  Port  staff  report 
proposing  to  terminate  the  pre-development  agreement  with  Prologis,  Inc.  and  California 
Capital  &  Investment  Group.    As  you  are  aware  Prologis  and  CCIG  are  our  partners  on  the  city 
OAB  project. 


I  was  surprised  to  learn  that  after  14  months  Prologis  and  CCIG  have  failed  to: 


1.  Negotiate  a  term  sheet  in  sufficient  detail  to  allow  for  the  drafting  of  the  final 
transaction  documents; 


2.  Failed  to  submit  a  Master  Development  Plan,  and 

3.  Failed  to  submit  a  detailed  financing  plan. 


In  addition,  Prologis/CCIG  has  failed  to  explain  how  they  intend  to  fill  the  $215-million 
funding  gap. 


Since  our  project  is  so  intimately  intertwined  with  the  Port's  project  --  "one  developer,  one 
vision",  the  city/port  cost  sharing  agreement  --  I'm  wondering  why  we,  too,  aren't  concerned 
about  these  issues.    Do  we  have  assurances  that  the  Port  is  unaware  of?    Are  we  reviewing 
these  issues?    These  are  very  serious  issues;  I  am  perplexed  why  there  has  been  no  discussion 
at  the  Council  level  regarding  any  of  these  matters. 
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I  also  noticed  in  the  Port's  report  that  they  did  not  want  to  enter  into  a  long-term  lease 
with  Prologis/CCIG  given  their  uncertainty  that  they  would  be  able  to  complete  the  project. 
Are  we  still  looking  at  extending  a  long-term  lease  or  are  we  considering  a  phased  approach 
depending  on  Prologis/CCIG ' s  ability  to  secure  financing? 


Please  let  me  know  what  due-diligence  we've  done  relative  to  1  -  3  above;  as  well  as  the 
other  questions  that  I  have  raised.

When  protesters  inspired  by  the  Occupy  Wall  Street  Movement  first  set  up  camp  outside  Oakland 
City  Hall  on  Frank  Ogawa  Plaza ,  the  city's  elected  officials  rolled  out  the  welcome  mat. 

On  the  first  night ,  Oct.  10,  Councilwoman  Desley  Brooks  pitched  a  tent  among  the  protesters 
to  show  her  support. 

Meanwhile,  the  city  bent  over  backward  to  accommodate  the  protesters  who  had  transformed  the 
plaza  into  an  elaborate  tent  city. 

Though  residents  of  the  encampment  were  disobeying  various  city  codes,  no  one  tried  to  remove 
them.  Instead,  Oakland  officials  issued  directives  in  a  wishful  effort  to  enforce  order  upon 
chaos . 

They  asked  protesters  --  who  number  several  hundred  people  --to  remove  certain  structures. 
They  enjoined  them  to  stay  on  the  grassy  areas  and  to  install  fire  extinguishers  outside  the 
cooking  tent. 

Mayor  Dean  Quan  asked  them  to  kindly  not  pee  on  the  plaza's  old  oak  tree  because  it  has 
shallow  roots. 

Yet  some  people  went  on  living  with  dogs  in  tents  and  partaking  in  the  open  air  from  their 
marijuana  stashes  --  steps  from  the  administrative  offices  of  city  government. 

Even  in  a  city  as  liberal  as  Oakland  professes  to  be,  patience  has  its  limits. 

On  Thursday,  it  finally  wore  out. 

City  Administrator  Deanna  Santana 's  office  issued  the  tent  city  a  "Notice  to  Vacate  Frank 
Ogawa  Plaza."  It  said  that  Oakland  is  committed  to  free  speech.  However,  the  city  also  has  a 
responsibility  to  ensure  public  Advertisement  safety. 
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"In  recent  days,  camp  conditions  and  occupants'  behavior  have  significantly  deteriorated  and 
it  is  no  longer  manageable  to  maintain  a  public  health  and  safety  plan/'  the  notice  said. 

Those  conditions  include  a  growing  rat  problem  and  fire  and  safety  hazards. 

There  have  also  been  increasing  reports  of  violence.  Reporters  and  others  have  been 
threatened.  Protesters  have  blocked  the  police  from  entering  the  camp  to  respond  to  crimes  -- 
insisting  that  they  will  dispense  justice  themselves. 

According  to  one  report,  no  one  contacted  the  police  when  a  mentally  ill  homeless  man 
assaulted  several  protesters.  Instead,  they  pepper-sprayed  the  man  and  beat  him  unconscious. 

What  concerns  me  most  are  reports  of  young  children  sleeping  in  tents  with  adults  and  hanging 
out  all  hours  of  the  night  in  an  area  that  has  drawn  all  kinds  of  unsavory  characters.  People 
who  are  drunk,  violent  and  mentally  ill. 

The  city's  order  says  protesters  are  still  free  to  assemble  peacefully  between  6  a.m.  and  10 
p.m. ,  but  overnight  camping  will  no  longer  be  allowed. 

The  immediate  response  from  more  hard-core  protesters  was  a  call  to  resist  removal  by  "any 
means  necessary." 

As  of  this  writing,  the  protesters  had  not  budged.  The  police  had  received  no  instructions 
from  City  Hall  to  send  officers  to  enforce  the  eviction  which  made  it  likely  the  encampment 
would  remain  at  least  through  the  weekend. 

That  set  the  stage  for  a  potentially  ugly  showdown  between  some  of  the  more  radical  elements 
and  the  police. 

It  is  sad  that  a  movement  that  started  out  as  such  a  worthy  cause  --  opposing  economic 
injustice  and  social  inequality  --  has  deteriorated  into  a  public  hazard  and  nuisance. 

Oakland  officials  now  find  themselves  in  a  pickle  --  due  in  part  to  their  softball  handling 
of  the  protesters. 

Officials  should  have  been  more  forceful  about  enforcing  code  violations  at  the  camp  rather 
than  waiting  until  the  situation  got  totally  out  of  hand. 

Secondly,  it  was  a  mistake  in  my  humble  opinion  to  issue  an  eviction  notice  without  a 
deadline.  How  could  City  Hall  have  expected  protesters  to  take  such  a  vague  warning 
seriously? 

So  now,  we  have  a  volatile  standoff. 

City  officials  will  have  to  attempt  to  negotiate  with  the  movement  leaders  for  a  peaceful 
evacuation.  But  there's  one  little  problem. 

There  are  no  leaders.  No  official  spokesperson. 

There  are  factions. 

Some  of  the  protesters  are  sane,  law-abiding  people  who  want  the  camp  to  remain.  They  argue 
that  if  the  group  addresses  the  serious  safety  problems,  the  city  will  have  less  grounds  to 
remove  them. 

Then,  there  are  those  bad  apples  looking  for  any  excuse  to  clash  with  the  police.  They  are  of 
the  same  ilk  as  the  anarchists  and  criminals  who  hijacked  the  peaceful  protests  after  Oscar 
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Grant  Ill's  killing  by  a  BART  police  officer  --  using  the  event  as  an  excuse  to  loot  and  burn 
downtown. 

The  question  is,  which  group  will  prevail?  The  reasonable  folks  or  the  nuts? 

The  problem,  I'm  afraid,  is  there  are  enough  unstable  elements  to  create  a  very  dangerous 
situation.

Who  is  impacted:  PWA  field  personnel  involved  with  the  clean-up  of  protest  camp  locations  who  may  have 
with  direct  contact  with  potentially  infested  materials  are  likely  to  be  exposed  to  head  and  body  lice  and  bed 
bugs. 
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Steps  to  Control  Spread  by  PWA  Clean-Up  Personnel: 

1.  Use  precaution  when  handling  clothing,  bedding  or  other  materials  and  camp  debris. 

2.  Use  gloves  when  touching  items 

3.  Do  not  allow  items  to  have  direct  contact  with  skin,  hair,  or  eyes 

4.  Do  not  touch  your  face,  skin  or  hair  while  handling  clothing,  bedding  or  other  materials  collected 

5.  Wash  hands  regularly  using  hot  water 

6.  Work  clothes  may  have  lice,  bed  bugs  or  their  larva  eggs  because  of  contact,  machine  wash  and  dry 
infested  clothing  using  hot  water  (at  least  130°F) 

Steps  to  Maintain  Spread  at  Warehouse: 

A.  Lice  and  bed  bugs  can  remain  on  the  outside  of  collection  bags,  use  precaution  in  placement  of  items 

B.  Avoid  placing  bags  in  areas  that  can  not  be  hosed  with  water,  or  cleaned  easily 

C.  Avoid  opening  bags  to  inspect  contents  until  further  control  measures  are  developed 

•  Additional  control  measure  will  be  developed  for  handling  materials  at  the  warehouse  to  minimize  spread 

•  Additional  guidance  will  be  provided  for  treatment  should  personnel  become  infested  with  head  and  body 
live,  or  bed  bugs

Please  Review  -  Update  from  City  Administrator  on  Occupy  Oakland 


Dear  City  Staff, 


As  previously  reported,  this  morning  the  Oakland  Police  Department  began  enforcement  of  the  "Notice  of  Violations  and 
Demand  to  Cease  Violations"  issued  on  Friday,  October  21,  to  persons  staying  overnight  in  Frank  Ogawa  Plaza  related  to 
the  Occupy  Oakland  demonstration. 

By  approximately  5:30  am,  Frank  Ogawa  Plaza  had  been  contained  and  the  clean-up  phase  was  immediately  put  in- 
place.  A  multi-departmental  team  has  been  committed  to  the  clean-up  effort  throughout  the  day  and  will  continue  this 
effort  until  City  facilities  are  cleared  of  any  health  and  safety  concerns. 

Please  note  that  Occupy  Oakland  has  put  out  a  call  to  gather  at  4  p.m.  at  the  Oakland  Public  Library,  14th  and  Madison 
streets.  The  library  will  remain  open  and  appropriate  crowd  control  measures  will  be  put  in  place.  With  the  exception 
of  re-routing  14th  Street,  all  other  transportation  routes  are  uninterrupted. 

Although  there  was  a  delay  in  work  schedules  for  those  working  around  Frank  Ogawa  Plaza  this  morning,  we  do  not 
anticipate  any  disruption  to  City  staff's  remaining  normal  work  day  schedule.  Employees  are  directed  to  remain  at  work 
for  their  normal  work  schedules  today.  Tomorrow  work  is  to  resume  at  normally  scheduled  times,  unless  notified 
otherwise  by  City  Administration. 

The  City  remains  committed  to  respecting  free  speech  as  well  as  maintaining  the  City's  responsibility  to  protect  public 
health  and  safety.  Peaceful  daytime  assembly  will  continue  to  be  allowed  between  6  am  and  10  pm  daily,  but  no 
camping  or  overnight  stays  will  be  permitted.

Dear  Neighbors, 

I'm  getting  many  questions  about  "Occupy  Oakland"  and  the  City's  response  tonight.  I  respected  the  directive  to 
vacate  the  City  Hall  area  this  afternoon,  so  have  not  yet  had  all  my  questions  answered  nor  had  a  detailed 
briefing,  but  I  do  want  to  share  with  you  the  information  I  have  received  from  the  Oakland  Police  Department 
and  City  Administrator  tonight: 

"At  approximately  4:00pm  this  afternoon,  "Occupy  Oakland"  protesters  began  convening  in  front  of  the 
Oakland  Library  located  at  125-14th  Street.  The  group  of  approximately  400  -  500  protesters  began  to  move  in 
the  direction  between  14th  and  Broadway,  and  7th  and  Broadway.  Protesters  in  the  area  of  7th  and  Broadway 
began  throwing  paint  or  other  hazardous  material  at  the  officers  who  deployed  gas  as  a  defense  tactic.  At 
approximately  7:45pm,  officers  began  to  deploy  gas  after  issuing  the  order  to  disperse.  We  have  received  no 
reports  of  injuries  at  the  time  of  this  release  [10/25  at  8:30pm]. 

"The  City  remains  committed  to  respecting  free  speech  as  well  as  maintaining  the  City's  responsibility  to 
protect  public  health  and  safety.  At  this  time,  the  Plaza  is  closed  to  the  public  while  Public  Works  cleans  up 
hazardous  waste  and  debris.  For  instance,  it  is  known  that  there  is  human  waste  on  the  sidewalks  and  head  and 
body  lice,  bed  bugs  that  need  to  be  cleaned  and  sanitized  before  the  Plaza  can  be  reopened  to  the  public. 
Rodent/Vector  will  be  brought  in  to  exterminate.  Once  the  plaza  is  deemed  safe,  it  will  be  available  for  peaceful 
daytime  assembly  between  the  hours  of  6  am  and  10  pm.  but  no  camping  or  overnight  stays  will  be  permitted. 
The  City's  goal  is  to  clean  up  the  Plaza  to  facilitate  free  assembly." 

A  more  detailed  memo  is  attached.  A  later  communication  I  received  at  10: 13pm  states  the  crowd  is  currently 
peaceful  and  dispersing  and  approximately  five  arrests  had  been  made  since  noon.  This  incident  and  the  Occupy 
movement  inspire  strong  feelings  in  many  of  us.  I  welcome  your  questions  and  comments  about  this  difficult 
situation  in  Oakland  tonight.

Libby  is  correct  in  stating  the  Council  initially  wanted  a  10%  reduction  in  all  salary  steps  for  the  POA.  However,  the  Union 
would  not  agree  to  that  proposal  and  the  council  voted  to  accept  the  agreement  we  now  have.  The  POA  MOU  is  closed 
and  the  City  has  no  legal  way  to  reopen  the  agreement.  The  issue  of  whether  the  City  could  request  an  economic  re- 
opener  was  discussed  during  bargaining,  the  POA  made  it  extremely  clear  it  would  not  entertain  any  proposal  to  reopen. 
The  City  finally  agreed  to  the  following  language: 

"Concession  in  this  agreement  shall  be  non-presidential  and  shall  not  be  introduced  in  any  future  collective  bargaining  or 
interest  arbitration,  for  any  purpose,  by  either  party.  The  provisions  of  this  agreement  and  any  MOU  incorporating  the 
agreement  shall  not  be  subject  to  change  in  the  event  the  City  declares  a  fiscal  emergency".

Sorry  to  send  this  from  personal  email,  but  I  can't  stand  using  the  web-based 
oaklandnet  from  home.  One  thing  I  forgot  to  mention  that  has  also  been  on  my  mind...  When  we  finalized  the 
contract  negotiations  with  OPD,  just  before  you  came,  one  of  the  last  sticking  points  was  that  the  Council  really 
wanted  a  10%  salary  reduction  to  every  step.  OPOA  gave  us  a  15%  reduction  to  trainee/cadet  salaries  and  a 
10%  reduction  to  step  1  salaries,  but  wouldn't  go  beyond  that.  We  finally  settled  on  language  in  the  contract 
agreeing  to  continue  working  on  this  issue.  Are  you  or  anyone  having  these  negotiations  with  OPOA?  The  only 
way  we  will  be  able  to  sustain  a  police  force  is  if  we  lower  the  per-officer  cost  across  the  board.  Otherwise, 


Hi  Deanna- 
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we'll  be  able  to  afford  to  hire  new  recruits,  but  then  get  screwed  in  the  next  budget  cycle  2  years  later  when 
salaries  make  such  a  big  jump  up.  We  really  must  come  up  with  a  plan  to  bring  police  staffing  up  to  802  again. 
This  was  the  staffing  number  promised  by  Measure  Y  and  voters  have  lost  considerable  faith  in  us  as  leaders 
because  we  essentially  broke  that  promise.  The  expiration  of  Measure  Y  is  not  far  off.  If  we  are  to  have  any 
hopes  of  renewing  it,  we  will  need  to  make  far  more  progress  on  police  staffing  and  I  don't  see  how  we  can  do 
that  without  addressing  compensation  levels.

In  response  to  your  email  dated  October  14,  201 1 ,  regarding  city  staff  negotiating  with  the  POA  to  reduce 
all  salary  steps  by  ten  (10%);  I  have  reviewed  the  Tentative  Agreement  signed  by  both  parties  and 
spoken  to  staff  who  participated  in  bargaining  and  closed  session  meetings.  I  have  discovered  you  are 
correct  in  stating  the  Council  initially  wanted  a  ten  (10%)  reduction  in  all  salary  steps  for  the  POA. 
However,  the  Union  would  not  agree  to  the  proposal  and  the  council  voted  to  accept  the  language  in  the 
current  agreement.  An  economic  re-opener  proposal  was  discussed  at  the  bargaining  table;  I'm  informed 
the  Union  made  it  very  clear  it  would  not  reopen  under  any  circumstance.  The  City  finally  agreed  to 
include  the  following  language  in  the  current  MOU: 

"Concession  in  this  agreement  shall  be  non-presidential  and  shall  not  be  introduced  in  any  future 
collective  bargaining  or  interest  arbitration,  for  any  purpose,  by  either  party.

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Libby  is  correct  in  stating  the  Council  initially  wanted  a  10%  reduction  in  all  salary  steps  for  the  POA.

Nice  meeting  with  you  today.  Sorry  to  send  this  from  personal  email,  but  I  can't  stand  using  the 
web-based  oaklandnet  from  home.  One  thing  I  forgot  to  mention  that  has  also  been  on  my 
mind...  When  we  finalized  the  contract  negotiations  with  OPD,  just  before  you  came,  one  of  the 
last  sticking  points  was  that  the  Council  really  wanted  a  10%  salary  reduction  to  every  step. 
OPOA  gave  us  a  15%  reduction  to  trainee/cadet  salaries  and  a  10%  reduction  to  step  1  salaries, 
but  wouldn't  go  beyond  that.  We  finally  settled  on  language  in  the  contract  agreeing  to  continue 
working  on  this  issue.  Are  you  or  anyone  having  these  negotiations  with  OPOA?  The  only  way 
we  will  be  able  to  sustain  a  police  force  is  if  we  lower  the  per-officer  cost  across  the  board. 
Otherwise,  we'll  be  able  to  afford  to  hire  new  recruits,  but  then  get  screwed  in  the  next  budget 
cycle  2  years  later  when  salaries  make  such  a  big  jump  up.  We  really  must  come  up  with  a  plan 
to  bring  police  staffing  up  to  802  again.  This  was  the  staffing  number  promised  by  Measure  Y 
and  voters  have  lost  considerable  faith  in  us  as  leaders  because  we  essentially  broke  that  promise. 
The  expiration  of  Measure  Y  is  not  far  off.  If  we  are  to  have  any  hopes  of  renewing  it,  we  will 
need  to  make  far  more  progress  on  police  staffing  and  I  don't  see  how  we  can  do  that  without 
addressing  compensation  levels.

City  Colleagues, 


Yesterday,  Pat,  Phil  and  I  discussed  the  latest  thinking  on  the  TIGER  III  scope, 
and  I  thought  it  would  be  valuable  to  confirm  that  with  our  respective  Port/City 
teams.  First,  Pat  and  the  City  will  continue  to  be  the  lead  applicant  for  the  grant 
which  is  due  Monday.  The  Port  is  in  a  supporting  position  on  the  grant.  Second, 
Pat's  proposed  scope  yesterday,  which  I  endorsed,  involves  a  $40  million  grant 
request  for  an  envisioned  $435  million  project.  The  other  funding  sources  include 
state  TCIF  grants,  the  Port's  environmental  remediation  fund,  the  City's  OAB 
redevelopment  area  funds,  and  developer  funds  for  the  City's  OAB  development 
areas. 
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Pat  presented  a  proposed  scope  of  work  that  includes  utility,  roadway  and 
landscaping  improvements  of  Maritime  Street  and  Burma  Road,  development  of  a 
railyard  on  the  Port's  property,  7  new  logisitics  warehouses  including  significant 
site  preparation  work,  a  new  shipping  terminal  at  the  West  Gateway  site,  and  the 
relocation  of  2  recyclers  to  the  North  Gateway. 


AECOM,  the  Port  hired  TIGER  III  grant  writer,  had  a  discussion  with  the  Mayor 
in  Washington  DC  where  she  expressed  a  desire  to  not  have  the  Port  be  a  part  of 
the  grant.  This  is  clearly  in  conflict  with  the  current  proposed  scope.  The  last 
thing  we  want  to  do  is  have  further  conflict  with  the  Mayor's  office,  or  the  Port 
board  for  that  matter,  so  I  think  it  is  wise  for  both  our  organizations  to  run  this  up 
the  flag  pole.  The  Port  Board  meets  again  this  afternoon,  and  we'll  plan  to  brief 
them  on  the  latest  TIGER  III  scope  proposal.  Pat,  I'll  get  in  touch  with  you  today 
if  the  Board  has  any  concerns.  If  the  Mayor's  office  or  anyone  else  at  the  City  has 
concerns,  please  let  me  know  as  well. 


Thanks  for  all  of  your  work  thus  far.  We  still  have  a  ways  to  go  to  get  the  grant 
applications  completed  and  submitted  Monday.

We  need  to  agree  on  what  the  size  of  your  first  phase  will  be.  Full  footprint  Phase  1  and  2 
is  a  $75  million  project  and  a  smaller  Phase  1  footprint  at  $23  million,  would  be  consistent 
with  your  planned  TIGER  III  app.

Hello, 

I  am  disappointed  by  the  inaccuracy  in  your  Chronicle  article  on  Tueday  night's  event  in  Oakland.  You  quoted  interim 
police  chief  Jordan  as  saying  the  "deployment  of  the  gas  was  necessary  to  protect  our  officers."  You  did  not  question  that 
statement.  You  did  not  ask  for  hospital  reports  of  injured  policemen.  You  accepted  it  as  fact  and  promulgated  it  as  such. 

However,  it  is  a  lie,  and  if  had  bothered  to  attend  the  rally  or  watch  any  if  the  video  footage,  you  would  have  known  that. 
The  police  were  amply  protected:  bullet  proof  vests,  helmets  with  face  shields,  gas  masks,  truncheons  and  weapons.  It 
was  the  demonstrators  who  needed  protection,  not  the  police. 

I  know  the  chief  lied  because  I  was  there.  I  am  69  years  old,  but  I  went  downtown  Tuesday  night  to  show  my  support  for 
the  Occupy  movement  and  my  disgust  with  the  unnecessarily  violent  clearing  of  their  peaceful  encampment  early  that 
morning.  When  I  arrived,  the  streets  and  sidewalks  were  filled  with  mostly  young  people,  milling  around  and  chanting. 
There  was  no  violence  on  the  part  of  the  demonstrators.  Nothing  was  thrown  at  the  police;  there  was  no  "clash,"  as 
reported.  It  was  a  familiar  scene  to  anyone  who  had  attended  civil  rights  and  anti  war  demonstrations,  exercising  their 
constitutional  right  to  assembly. 

I  was  actually  standing  legally  on  the  sidewalk  when,  without  warning  or  provocation,  the  police  opened  up  with  their  tear 
gas  and  probably  rubber  bullets.  The  police  attack  was  not  only  reckless  and  unwarranted,  it  was  vicious  and 
irresponsible  to  fire  into  a  crowd.  There  was  much  confusion  in  the  shock  of  it;  earlier  I  had  seen  a  woman  in  a 
wheelchair.  I  don't  know  what  happened  to  her.  We  know  now  that  Iraq  veteran  Scott  Olsen  was  seriously  injured... 

Years  ago,  I  worked  for  the  New  York  Times.  I  learned  never  to  accept  an  official  statement  at  face  value.  Always 
question  that  statement. 

It's  a  good  rule  of  thumb  for  you  to  adopt.  Perhaps  if  the  media  had  questioned  the  "weapons  of  mass  destruction"  official 
statements,  Iraq  would  not  have  been  invaded.  Hopefully,  the  next  time  a  local  official  issues  a  preposterous  statement, 
you  will  have  the  temerity  to  question  it  and  seek  corroboration.
